NEW YORK, June 19. — Altho the 
probe into gyp benefits and charity 
frauds is slated to wind up the end of 
this month, Assistant District Attorney 
John J. Sullivan is still developing new 
cases and some sensational discoveries 
are in the wind. The drive netted an- 
other conviction last week, several other 
eases having been adjourned to later 
dates. Among the new cases being de- 
veloped is one involving the “Actors’ 
Memorial Pund,” the charity activity of 
“Major” Edith Ward. Her activities 
among show people have brought com- 
plaints from Equity and Actors’ Pund 
the past three years. The Actors’ Bet- 
terment Association is co-operating with 
Sullivan in gathering data on the “Ma- 
jor.” 

Magistrate Jonah J. Goldstein is ex- 
pected back in the city this week to 
call a conference of religious leaders and 
State and city officials at which the 
State religious laws will be discussed 
and reforms suggested. Under the pres- 
ent laws promoters of benefits for re- 
ligious bodies are immune from city or 
State investigation. 

The drive, in the meantime, is still 
centered about William D. Scully, head 
of the Paramount Amusement Company, 
whom Sullivan considers one of the 
most importent benefit promoters of the 
city. The Holly Club Benefit case, in- 
volving Scully and Ethel Diamond, has

Medium-sized events, which are taken 
as a characteristic symbol of fairdom 
in this country and Canada as well, are 
important factors as to grand-stand 
bookings or the other multiple phases 
of fair operation. These, says the 
booker, are and have been for several 
weeks inquiring for added acts. He takes 
this to mean that optimism prevails in 
most portions of Southern regions, tho 
he admits that not a few of the sparsely 
populated are still in the doldrums, per- 
haps for some time to come. 

Important programs booked within 
the fortnight from his office came from 
two North Carolina fairs, Winston-Sa:em 
and Salisbury. The Reynolds tobacco 
city has contracted for a hippodrome

CHICAGO, June 19.— The s€cond 
Children’s Day, Friday, at the World’s 
Fair proved so successful it has been 
decided to continue the policy of ad- 
mitting children under 12 for 5 cents 
on Fridays, and most of the concéssion- 
ers will make a similar price to the kid- 
dies on that day. Attendance Friday 
was 94,755, of whom nearly 70 per cent 
were children, it was estimated. An 
attendance of 85,643 ‘and 80,723 on 
Wednesday and Thursday was recorded 
and fair officials state that they are 
very well satisfied with the record so 
far made. 

The Sky Ride was dedicated Friday 


and did a near-capacity business from 
the time it was opened to the public. 
Carter’s Temple of Mystery on the 
midway is being modified somewhat by 
the addition of a girl show. Jake 
Priedman has assembled some 16 girls. 
Richard Hood’s roulette parlor in the 
Streets of Paris was closed early last 
week and a girl show has been substi- 
tuted, opening Saturday night. The 
gambling hall in the Days of °'49 also 
has been closed all week, but it was 
expected arrangements would be made 
to reopen soon. Several changes in

NEW YORK, June 19.—All local thea- 
ter operators were represented in meet- 
ing last week in Harold B. Franklin’s 
office to confer oN matters of opposing 
proposed local taxes affecting theaters. 
The importance of this matter was 
broached by Arthur J. Benline, of RKO. 


Committees will be formed for purpose 
of fighting taxes, which, it was stated, 
would cost Loew in this city $2,000,000 
a year and would cost RKO $1,000,000 
a year. This would involve charges of $1 
per square foot on vaults and all space 
under si-lewalks; marquee area, 81 pe! 
square foot: elevators, $10; electric sign 
permit increases approximately 10 times 
present rate, plus fire-prevention imspec- 
tions, etc. This in addition to present 
taxes of land, building, common show 
or vaudeville license, combustible per- 
mit, electric wiring and boiler inspec- 
tion fees. Committees will meet in the

Coast Bombings Continue 


LOS ANGELES, June 17.—The stench 
bombing of Los Angeles theaters still 
continues, with more than 66 houses 
having been visited by the bombers dur- 
ing the last two months. Latest out- 
rage occurred at the Mayfair Friday 
night, marking the 10th time it has 
been visited by the bomb tossers. 

Two alleged bombers, Thomas Armen- 
trout and Ernest Apperson, were ar- 
raigned in Municipal Court this week 
charged with tossing the stench bombs, 
and on a plea of not guilty were ordered 
held for trial under $50,000 bail each. 
Grand jury true bills were issued against 
the pair, naming them on connection 
with stench bombings of motion picture 
theaters. Also listing 13 John Does, the 
grand jury indictment charges the two 
with conspiracy to commit assault by 
means and force likely to cause great 
bodily harm. Another clause charges 
that the accused men went to H. E. 
Swan, owner of the Vermont Theater, 
last April and demanded weekly pay- 
ments of $29.50. Unless this amount 
was paid they threatened reprisals 
against the theater, the indictment al- 

ges. 

When the trial comes up Tom Cavett 
and Jack Sumner, district attorney’s in- 
vestigators, state they expect to prove 
that the two defendants played an im- 
portant role in the stench bombings of 
theaters where non-union projectionists 
were employed. 


Nebraska Chain Is Formed 


OMAHA, June 17.—The organization 
of a new chain of theaters in Nebraska 
was announced this week by W. H. 
Garvin, of Hastings. ‘Those’ interested 
in the deal are George Munroe, of 
Beatrice; George Munroe Jr., of Lin- 
coln; G. L. Hooper, of Topeka; Calvin 
Bard, of Omaha; F. E. Wheeler, of 
Beatrice, and Harry Schiller, of Grand 
Island. The theaters included in the 
organization are the Liberty, Rialto, 
Orpheum and State theaters in Lincoln; 
two houses in Columbus and Grand 
Island, and one each at Kearney, 
Hastings and Norfolk.

ABA Nays Bernie “Celeb Nights”’; 


Investigates Other Complaints 


NEW YORK, June 19.—The Actors’ 
Betterment Association has asked its 
fourtn vice-president, Ben Bernie, to 
drop his “Celebrities’ Nights” at the 
College Inn, Chicago. Harry Richman, 
playing the Gay Paree Club in Chicago, 
had sent his resignation in last week, 
complaining Bernie was violating the 
ABA’s rules, but his resignation has not 
been accepted. The board of governors 
ruled Wednesday that Bernie was vio- 
lating ABA rules. 

Bernie wrote the ABA last week and 
explained that he has been putting on 
“Celebrities’ Nights” the last three 
years, that the celebrities are his per- 
sonal guests and offer their talent on 
their own accord and that the weekly 
affairs are not run for profit. The 
ABA's reply points out that one of the 
ABA rules reads, “I agree not to render 
my services gratuitously in a profes- 


sional capacity at any benefit perform- 
ance or at any public place which is 
operated for profit without the sanction 
and approval of this association.” It 
asks Bernie to drop the “Celebrities’ 
Nights” and remain an ABA officer. 

Other complaints that ABA members 
are violating the rule _ prohibiting 
gratuitous playing have been coming in. 
Gus Edwards was charged with appear- 
ing at a dinner for Judge Greenspan, 
but defended himself by explaining only 
his protege, Tony Pagliacci, entertained 
and was paid. The ABA board ex- 
onerated Edwards. 

The ABA in the meantime is concen- 
trating on persuading its members not 
to give auditions or appear gratuitously 
at summer resorts, clubs and dinners 
now that theater benefits have been 
more or less curbed thru the efforts of 
the ABA and the current Sullivan drive. 


Say Receivers 
Bar Progress 


Paramount-Publix trustees 
may require legal action to 
secure necessary info

NEW YORK, June 19.—Next move 
on part of Paramount-Publix trustees 
and committee of reorganization will 
probably be some action to limit handi- 
caps set up by various receivers of sub- 
sidiaries who are alleged to be with- 
holding information concerning their 
particular companies in bankruptcy 
matters. Trustees will have access ac- 
cording to law, so if necessary they may 
go so far as to instigate legal power if 
the occasion is necessary, it was learned 
today. 

Referee for Paramount-Publix bank- 
ruptcy warned creditors today that they 
must file claims not later than Septem- 
ber 14 to be heard, as law states same 
must be filed not ldter than six months 
after bankruptcy petition, which was 
March 14. Hearing for further testimony 
on theater investigations will be con- 
tinued in Davis’ office June 27, when 
company matters since 1929 will be re- 
viewed. Inquiry has brought Para his- 
tory up to 1929 so far. 


Los Angeles Filth Wave 


LOS ANGELES, June 17.—The city of 
Los Angeles is in the throes of a period 
of filth, with sex shows predominating 
on the theater rialto. Altogether there 
are eight theaters in the downtown dis- 
trict this week offering pink pictures 
and sexy stage shows, while the small 
5 and 10-cent grind theaters on Main 
street are resorting to sex pictures to 
keep in the swim. On Main street there 
are two burlesque shows and four small- 
er picture houses presenting sex attrac- 
tions, with the California, the only near 
de luxe spot on the street, presenting 2 
sex drama, The Seventh Commandment, 
and a display of nude models on the 
stage. Another theater offers a film 
showing actual childbirth, while an- 
other blossoms out with the announce- 
ment, “Hollywood Sex Life Plainly 
Shown.” 

Even the de luxe houses downtown 
took on a run of sex films this week, 
with the Paramount offering The Story 
With Temple Drake and playing up in 
its newspaper copy and in its radio 
broadcasts that the picture was not for 
children. Warner Downtown also had a 
strong sex film, Lily Turner, with Ruth 
Chatterton, which also should have 
been a pink attraction, but was not so 
stated in the Downtown ads. 

On top of all this a recent report to 
the city vice commission showed that 
there are no less than 1,200 vice places 
in operation in Los Angeles where nude 
shows and sex films are the attraction. 
Some of the more brazen ones are lo- 
cated on Main street, where for a dime 
you can see the dances that have made 
history thruout the ages. 


Gov. Probe To 
Strike at 306 


NEW YORK, June 17.—Local 306 of 
Motion Picture Operators will be the 
first of the 47 trade unions in this city 
to be opened to Federal investigation, 
from first report authorized by the In- 
dustrial Recovery act, it was learned to- 
day from Washington. This starts 4 
general housecleaning against alleged 
racketeering in union labor by the 
Federal authorities. 

“Permit men” conferring yesterday 
with senators, Department of Labor 
mediators and income tax experts were 
promised immediate action by the 
government and Edward F. McGrady of- 
fered his co-operation. McGrady has 
conducted an investigation in this city 
and stated that the picture was an 
amazing one. William Green, president 
of the American Federation of Labor, 
stated that the racketeers constituted 4 
force that should be abolished. 

The housecleaning as proposed will 
evidently be by income tax evidence as

NEW YORK, June 17.—The revival of the road, that dream of every legit 
manager who remembers the days when touring companies made him richer than 
a Broadway run, may soon come about, but not in precisely the way the man- 
agers hoped. With the influence of New York as a producing center being broken 
down by the collapse of Broadway production in the past few seasons, and with 
Broadway taste differentiated more and more from the taste of the road as time 
goes on, the coming road revival—if any—must come thru out-of-town produc- 


tion, which for the first time im years 
shows signs of coming to life. 


A year ago it was predicted in The 
Billboard that, if conditions continued 
as is, New York would lose its pre- 
eminence as a producing center, with 
road shows put on in other towns and 
quite possibly mopping up. If present 
indications are borne out, that is what 
will happen—tho not for a while yet. 

Locally produced attractions are spring- 
ing up here and there and indicating 
the trend. Next season should tell the 
tale. 


That the road is not dead, but merely 
waiting to be exploited, has been argued 
ever since the road died. Some truth 
in the statement was found in the tour; 
for example, of Billy Rose’s = Quilt, 
which used circus ballyhoo to jog the 
natives out of their coma and give 
many spots their first taste of legit in 
years. But other angles work against 
shows going cut of New York to get 
the dough. For one thing, that matter 
of varying ‘tastes, and for another the 
expense of hooking up a show in New 
York. The road will never be revived 
at New York prices. 

The answer seems to be the cheaper 
production out of town, geared to the 
taste of the hinterland. One of the first 
examples in years of an out-of-town 
revue trying for Broadway trade is seen 
in Tattle Tales, originally produced for 
a Coast run and then brought by easy

NAB May Use 
Ricordi Catalog 


NEW YORK, June 19—The entire 
catalog of the internationally known 

music publishing firm of G. Ricordi & 
Company has been made available to 
members and others of the National As- 
sociation of Broadcasters thru a deal 
made by Oswald F. Schuette as presi- 
dent of the recently formed Radio Pro- 
gram Foundation division of the NAB. 

Founded in Milan, Italy, more than 
100 years ago, the Ricordi concern has 
in its catalog a vast store of works to- 
taling more than 120,000 compositions. 
Foremost among these are the operatic 
works of Puccini and similar composers, 
which makes it possible for the NAB 
to grant performing licenses for such 
operas as La Boheme. Madame Butter- 
jly and Tosca. Other vast stores of 
chamber, symphonic and operatic music 
by the masters are also part of the 
Ricordi catalog. 

Recently Station WEVD and others 
had to stop the broadcast of a Puccini 
opera from the Hippodrome, due to 
copyright developments. NAB believes 
it has scored a decided victory in ob- 
taining the Ricordi catalog. 

Paradoxically, George Maxwell, one- 
time president and head of Ricordi & 
Company, was one of the founders of 
the American Society of Composers, Au- 
thors and Publishers and was its first 
president. 


NEW YORK, June 19.—An enthusi- 
astic group of 350 vaudevillians as- 
sembled for the weekly Saturday Clown 
Night at the NVA Club heard Alexander 
Pantages, as guest of honor, in a spirited 
talk on the rehabilitation of vaudeville. 
“We must acknowledge the fact that 
the public demands flesh, and the wise 
circuit operators are making plans to 
supply that demand,” Pantages said. 


Roscoe Ates was canceled by Loew Fri- 
day night after playing the first day 
of his Paradise, Bronx, date on charges 
he refused to clean up his act. Loew 
had warned Ates of blue gags when he 
played the Capitol. and when he went 
into the Paradise the bookers caught the 
first show and immediately ordered him 
to drop certain gags on Ex-Lax. Ates 
refused and the next day Joe Morris re- 
placed him. Ates also lost three other 
Loew weeks. This action by Loew comes 
after The Bronx Home News had run 
an editorial denouncing Milton Berle’s 
performance with Aunt Jemima the week 
before at the same theater, 


Portland Theater War 


PORTLAND, Me., June 17.—Never has 
the theatrical cauldron boiled more furi- 
cusly in this city than at present. It 
had been simmering for some time, but 
the return of Abraham Goodside, one- 
time theatrical czar of the city, to the 
scene of action brought things to a boil. 


RKO had planned for some time to 
close its local house June 10 due to 
shortage of good films. Goodside’s an- 
nouncement that he had regained con- 
trol of the Empire and would open it 
about June 24 caused some hesitation, 
RKO being concerned about losing the 
product it did have access to and also 
the patronage switching. Finally, how- 
ever, Keith's decided to close, and it did, 
conditionally. 

The Empire has been dark slightly 
more than two years, the former Para- 
mount-Publix chain taking it over from 
Goodside and closing it May 1, 1931. 
Paramount had come into Portland a

Editor Tells of 


the Situation at 


NVA Sanatorium; Loses His Job 


SARANAC LAKE, N. Y., June 19.— 
Donald S. McNeil, news editor of The 
Daily Enterprise the last two years, was 
discharged this morning by the pub- 
lisher, J. S. Ridenour, after he had in- 
vestigated the NVA Lodge situation for 
The Billboard yesterday. McNeil had 
visited the Lodge to get both sides of 
the fight between Mrs. Katherine Mur- 
phy and the ousted patients. 

The following is McNeil’s story of his 
Probe of Lodge conditions: Many of 
the 68 patierts at the NVA Sanatorium 
here this week resented the fact that 
William J. Lee has not seen fit to order 
& committee investigation of complaints 
made by 26 patients May 27 in petition 
to Henry Chesterfield asking for Mrs. 
Murphy’s dismissal as superintendent. 
Seven patients, two of whom were dis- 
missed Saturday and the other five 
given until Tuesday noon, sought a 
house in Saranac Lake for those who 
have been discharged from the sana- 
torium without means of support and 
consider themselves still in need of 
medical care. Leonard Cowley, spokes- 
man of the group, said the patients plan 
@ benef:t concert here to defray their 
living costs for a time. 

Three other patients were told late 
last week by Dr. Edgar Mayer that Lee 
had asked him whether they were 
physically fit for dismissal. The fact 
that all who received dismissal notices 
last Wednesday and Thursday from Lee 
were signers of petition is seen by other 
signers as a threat from NVA officials 
that no patient can complain with 
impunity against the superintendent. 


The most frequent complaint against 
Mrs. Murphy is her strict enforcement 
of a rule restricting visiting between 
men and women “bed” patients to hours 
of 7 to 9, three nights a week. Up toa 
few weeks ago such visits were theo- 
retically permitted only twice a week, 
but patients said they were allowed by 
special permission any night. 

One girl, under threat of suspension 
after a year and a half in the Lodge, 
Said Mrs. Murphy recently shook her 
fist in the girl’s face and remarked: 
“You signed that petition and you 
thought I was going, but you are go-

NEW YORK, June 17.—Allowing no grass to grow under his feet since his 
resignation from RKO two weeks ago, Martin Beck late Wednesday night com- 
pleted his plans to enter the vaude field on his own by forming the United The- 
atrical Service & Booking Corporation. Operating on a large scale, covering the 
country, the firm will be devoted at the outset to vaude booking, but as progress 
is made much attention will be given to participating in the operation of theaters. 
Already several weeks for vaude booking have been lined up in the East, and 
work will be started as soon as the firm 
moves into offices which will probably

NEW YORK, June 17.—The revival of 
the Pantages Circuit and Booking Office 
is a reality, according to Alexander Pan- 
tages yesterday when interviewed in the 
Office of George Hamid, thus bearing 
out the exclusive detailed story in last 
week's issue of The Billboard. To make

Theater Building. 

Beck is president of the company, 
while George A. Godfrey, long an em- 
ployee of Beck, is first vice-president 
and general booking manager. Jack 
Goldston is seond vice-president.

-about a month, and during that time 


it was widely rumored that the firm was 
being sponsored by Beck and that it 
was but a matter of time before he would 
step into the picture. 

Inasmuch as Beck has been seen often 
with Walter Vincent there is probably 
basis to the report that the whole 
Wilmer & Vincent chain of theaters will 
be booked by the new firm. In addition, 
it is definitely known that another East- 
ern indie circuit is to come on the books, 
but its name cannot be divulged at 
present. It is definitely assured that 
Mort Singer, former Orpheum Circuit 
executive, will come into the company 
also, bringing the houses he has in the 
West and Midwest. The Palace may be 
booked by the new company also, pro- 
vided Beck straightens out things with 
RKO. Besides, there are numerous indie 
houses anxious to tie up with the new 
group, which would indicate a fairly 
sizable vaude book at the opening of 
the season. 

After the firm gets started here there 
will be branch offices opened in Boston, 
Philadelphia, Chicago, Los Angeles and 
in the South, probably Atlanta. Also, to 
procure talent, offices will be established 
and tieups made in London, Paris and 
Berlin There will even be a legal de- 
partment, as well as a publicity de- 
partment. Altho it is not believed that 
present plaMs call for a publicity head, 
there is a likelihood that the job might 
go to John Pollock, who was with Beck 
in that capacity for a long time.

The producing pair have 
been bringing acts here almost weekly 
from the East to headline the stage 
show at the Paramount, with only one 
other week being offered them by F&M 
—the Warfield, San Francisco. There- 
after, before returning east, the eager 
artist makes the rounds of the local 
booking offices and secures four or five 
weeks more playing time before leaving. 
Bert Levey, booking the Warner houses 
in Hollywood, Fresno, Santa Barbara 
and Los Angeles, has posted 2 notice 
that acts playing for Fanchon & Marco 
at the Paramount will not be considered 
for the Warner string of dates. The 
ruling, in most cases, is forgotten if 
the act has anything worth while. As 
a regular thing, the Paramount head- 
liner lands a week at the Warner Down- 
town two weeks after his Paramount 
engagement.

Such a plan was broached once 
before at a cabinet meeting, but never 
materialized.

Boston Break Even on Quarter 


NEW YOPK. June 17.—An accounting 
of RKO’s vaude departments here, in 
Boston and in Chicago for the first four 
months of this year revealed that as a 
group there were no profits or losses for 
that period. The local office was carried 
by the profits of the two out-of-town 
bureaus. The loss of the department 
here, which was under the supervision 
of Martin Beck, figured at $15,000, while 
Chicago and Boston made up that loss 
by netting profits of $10,000 and $5,000, 
respectivelv. This information was re- 
layed to Harold B. Franklin yesterday. 

The report to Franklin indicated that 
for ensuing periods the local vaude 
branch is not expected to show any loss. 
This is accounted for by the fact that 
with Beck’s recent resignation there is 
wiped out his weekly salary of $600, in 
addition to other economies which, it is 


hoped, will clear up the $15,000 red. 
The reduced size of the booking floor 
end the dismissal of Margaret McGoni- 
gle, former secretary to Beck and re- 
cently in the contract department, are 
other savings. 

The unusua! showings of the Boston 
and Chicago offices are not entirely due 
to the earnings from vaude houses. 
Most of their profits were realized from 
the many club dates the offices are 
booking and which reveal handsome in- 
comes. In addition, the manpower of 
those offices is considerably less than 
the local branch, which has heavy ex- 
pense. 

In view of this report it is not ex- 
pected that any further changes will be 
made in the vaude affairs of the cir- 
cuit’s three branches. As it stands now, 
all are operating on very small budgets.

It is intended to open the booking 
office July 1, taking practically the en- 
tire 15th floor of the Bond Building, 
where Wirth & Hamid are currently lo- 
cated. The functions of the office at 
that time will be devoted to spot book- 
ing, inasmuch as the Pantages unit 
shows are not expected to get under 
way until some time in August. Fisher 
will probably take in another booker, as 
he will devote much of his time to 
making surveys. This is in addition to 
his current booker, Frank Corbett. Pan- 
tages said that by September he ex- 
pected the booking office to have 35 
weeks, which he remarked to be a con- 
servative figure, inasmuch as they have 
already been deluged with requests from 
operators. 


There will be branch offices in Chi- 
cago, Boston and Hollywood besides the 
local office. The Chicago office has al- 
ready been established, being located at 
162 North State street, which is the of- 
fice of Edgar I. Schooley, who was signed 
yesterday to produce units out of Chi- 
cago. Other producers will be signed 
next week and branch office managers 
will be named. In addition there will 
be European affiliations for the purpose 
of importing talent. 


Pantages and his son said they will be 
here from two weeks to a month more, 
figuring that it will take them all that 
time to finally work out all the neces- 
sary details.

NEW YORK, June 17.—The Federal 
Trade Commission has taken definite 
steps in its planned investigation of the 
major circuit salary-cutting pool, about 
which there have been exclusive stories 
in the last two issues of The Billboard. 
James A. Horton, assistant chief ex- 
aminer of the commission, who nicked 
up the case, turned it over this week to 
the loval representative of the com- 
mission, Rolf Kielland, with the request 
that it be given several months’ pre- 
cedence over other p2Mding cases. Hor- 
ton originally intended to handle the 
matter personally, but had to give up 
this plan owing to the fact that, he is 
alone in the Washington office and thus 
cannot make trips here. 


Kielland, when queried Thursday, said 
that Horton wrote him on the matter, 
sending along necessary data, and asked 
that one of his staff of attorneys be 
put on it as soon as possible. He, how- 
ever, left today for a 10-day trip, but 
informed his assistant, Joseph L. Kicin, 
that the matter must be looked after. 
In due time, therefore, an attorney from 
the commission will be making his 
rounds of various vaudeville sources in 
an attempt to collect evidence which 
will show that the four-circuit pact is a 
violation of the commission's laws. 


Horton is understood to have con- 
tacted RKO soon after he was informed 
of the workings of the pool, but was 
unable to round up information desired 
in the one available day he had. Eddie 
Dowling is reported to have contacted 
Horton recently during one of his many 
trips to Washington and enlightened 
him furtaer on the pool. Horton is also 
known to have secured information 
from other reliable sources in the vaude- 
‘ville field. 

Since the release of the fact that the 
commission had interested itself in the 
circuit pool, the members of the latter 
have not held any meetings, which for 
a time were held from once to three 
times a week. There is a likelihood that 
the pool may be dissolved this Monday 
when all circuits will meet in the office 
of Will Hays, primarily to discuss the 
code of standards of fair competition 
in the exhibition of motion pictures 
and to suggest certain recommendations 
to distributors. It is expected that the 
vaude pool will be brought up at this 
meeting, with chances of a suggestion 
that it be dissolved to avoid any Fed- 
eral difficulties.

NEW YORK, June 17.— Pop-priced 
Opera at the Hippodrome has completed 
two weeks of almost capacity business 
and hopes to stay for another two weeks.

Maury Rose again head of 
RKO agents group—*‘one 
man” ruling on floor

NEW YORK, June 17.—At the meeting 
yesterday of the Artists Representatives 
Association, comprising RKO agents, 
which was held at the order of the cir- 
cuit to elect New officers after squawks 
against the first year’s regime, Maurice 
H. Rose was re-elected president unani- 
mously. Uranimous too were the re- 
elections of Edward S. Keller and Nor- 
man E. Manwaring as treasurer and 
secretary, respectively. Arthur Blondell 
succeeded Alex Gerber as vice-president. 
In addition to the elections a ruling was 
made that the agents are to observe the 
practice of only one man from an agency 
being allowed on the booking floor at a 
time. 

In addition to the four principal of- 
ficers, a board of governors was elected 
comprising Hugo Morris, Marty Forkins, 
Tom Fitzpatrick, Charles B. Maddock 
and Larry Puck. The officers are also 
members of this board, which serves as 
the arbitrary body in disputes among 
agents, with Rose chairman. There were 
nine nominees for the governing board, 
but Charles Allen, John Schultz. Harry 
Norwood and Roger Murrel were defeated 
in the voting. Harry Romm, of the 
original board, was not in the running. 

Prior to the meeting there was much 
talk that there would be opposition 
tickets, with it definitely known that 
Marty Forkins was to be proposed for 
the presidency: but it is understood that 
both sides got together and came to 
an agreement. At the meeting, which 
was attended by about 20 franchise 
holders, the matter of the four main 
officers was an open and shut proposi- 
tion before the nominations got under 
way. The group put aside a by-law 
calling for a slate by a committee of 
three, and permitted open nomination 
and voting. 

The ruling limiting the number of 
agents on the booking floor was made 
at the request of circuit officials and 
bookers, in order to eliminate congestion 
in the new quarters of the booking 
office on the 1lith floor of the RKO 
Building. The department will be 
moved to its new space next week, the 
change to be made no later than Friday. 
The quarters are considerably smaller 
and the present body of agents would 
be too much for the new space. 

There has been an RKO agents’ 
arbitration body since the E. FP. Albee 
and J. J. Murdock days 10 years ago 
and Rose has always had an important 
post on that committee. He was first 
vice-president of the first organization 
of which Frank Evans was president, 
was chairman when the body was again 
formed at Hiram Brown's request and 
has held the job until the present time. 


“Chillun” to Paramount 


NEW YORK, June 17.—Contracts were 
signed today with Paramount by Hall 
Johnson, author of Run, Little Chillun, 
to produce musical, which closes at 
Lyric tonight, in condensed version at 
Paramount Theater in about three 
weeks.

Palace, New York 


(Reviewed Saturday Afternoon, June 17) 
(First Show) 


If the Palace has been shy on comedy 
some weeks in the past, it makes up for 
it this time, with two comedy turns 
on the five-act bill and plenty of laughs 
in Edgar Bergen’s ventriloquial turn. 
Adelaide Hall is headlining with a band 
act—the band being Hy Clark’s Mis- 
sourians—the first time a band turn has 
wound up a Palace bill in many moons. 
Besides being long on comedy the show 
is long on femme appeal, each of the 
acts boasting its own eyeful. The two 
comedy acts, however, necessitate spot- 
ting Bergen in the middle frame to 
separate them, which of course isn’t 
where he belongs; the procedure makes 
the layout a bit lopsided. 

Film is Bebe Daniels in Cocktail Hour, 
and attendance was, as usual at the first 
show opening day, pretty weak. 

After Charley Stein and his pit boys 
go thru one of their usual rousing over- 
tures, Violet, Ray and Norman open the 
bill excellently with their acro, balancing 
and control work that is always above 
average and often sensational. They 
stay on a bit longer than usual for an 
opener, but nobody minds because of 
their real ability and the constant up- 
holding of customer interest. 

Charles Forsythe and Addie Seaman 
follow with their singing, dancing and 
horseplay, assisted by Eleanor Farrell, 
who stooges and contributes two dances. 
The gal is a really excellent hoofer. The 
standard hearers keep things going 
pleasantly. Off to a nice hand. 

Edgar Bergen follows with his ven- 
triloquial stuff, made out of the ordinary 
for voice-throwing acts by its setting in 
a doctor’s office. Laughs flowed freely, 
and Bergen, his gal assist and his 
dummy went off to good applause. 

Medley and Duprey follow with their 
fast and insane horseplay, helped out by 
an unbilled and fantastic stooge. The 
turn is wild and woolly, with some ex- 
tremely funny bits interpolated, and 
managed to draw down a good quota of 
laughs—tho not as good a quota as, judg- 
ing from the material, it should have. 
It was probably the fault of the sparsely 
scattered customers. 

Adelaide Hall closes, assisted by Taps 
Miller, Peg-Leg Bates and Hy Clark’s 
Missourians. Miss Hall’s delivery is too 
well known to need description; she tops 
her numbers with her conception of 
Stormy Weather, excellently done. The 
Missourians are a hot outfit who play 
well thruout, Miller does one of his fast 
and furious specialties, but the real ap- 
plause sock of the act is Bates, whose 
one-pedal hoofing is amazing and tre- 
mendous. On one of his three numbers 
he stopped the show cold, and the cus- 
tomers would have been glad to watch 
him indefinitely. Routining on the act 
might be improved, and the lighting 
should be changed radically before the 
week is many performances older. The 
present arrangement gives the whole 
turn a dingy look which it doesn’t de- 
serve, being entirely attributable to the 
lighting.

It’s pretty much routine on the stage 
of the original Roxy this week in sup- 
port of the picture, Strange People 
(Chesterfield). The house was a little 
over half filled at the second show open- 
ing day. Stage headliners are The Siz- 
zlers, a singing turn from radio, and 
they lead a show which, while never 
sensational, is at least pleasant enter- 
tainment. 


The Phantcm Voice starts the layout 
with the announcement that this is the 
Original Roxy’s 20th show under the 
new policy. The Gae Foster girls inad- 
visedly take a tip from the Music Hall 
this weck and pretend to be beer mugs 
in the opening number. They make up 
for that, however, when they get down , 
to the footlights holding mugs with bells 
in them, and turn themselves into a 
human xylopbone. 


The Gaudsmith Brothers are first of 
the acts, with their acro, tumbling and 
pair of cxtremely clever French poodles. 
They gathered laughs and a nice hand. 
They're followed by the Robbins Family 
in a short, snappy and entertaining turn 
of tumbling and dancing indulged in by 
paw and the four kids. Nice appearance 
and ability all the way. 


Dave Schooler appears for the first 
time here to sing a special which serves 
to introduce individually most of the 
boys in his band. They each play solo 
for a bit, and then Schooler leads them 
thru Soft Lights and Sweet Music, end- 
ing by playing the piano himself on the 
raised ork elevator. Next come Tom 
and Betty Wonder with their clever and 
entertaining dance turn, interrupted by 
@ number from the Foster kids. The 
Wonders went over excellently, and had 
to beg off. 


Schooler builds up The Sizzlers before 
their appearance. They’re three lads 
singing thru the mike and one playing 
the piano. They have grand arrange- 
ments and background material and 
nice voices, and they manage to get in 
the sight angles, too, which is unusual 
for radio teams. It’s one of the best 
stage acts done by radio performers in 
a long while, and it scored what 
amounted to a show-stop.

Radio City Music Hall, N. Y. 


(Reviewed Thursday Afterncon, June 15) 
(First Show) 


The production gents at the Music 
Hall must be running out of ideas—and 
somebody’s watching the budget. That 
last will certainly do no harm — the 
shows nave been fer too pretentious in 
the past—but the first may drive away 
a few customers. Last week a set was 
used that had been built for a previous 
show, and this week two scenes were re- 
peated from previous layouts and the 
Music Hall climbed on the college band- 
wagon by getting the Columbia Univer- 
sity band. Last week the Notre Dame 
glee club played the Capitol and the 
Columbia glee club played the Para- 
mount, the latter being held over. So 
the Music Hall, evidently with no more 
glee clubs laying around loose, picked 
up the band. 

But in spite of the lack of originality 
the show is, if anything, better than 
usual, because it follows the precedent 
set last week and discards overflowing 
production numbers for a series of short. 
fast scenes. In that direction lies enter- 
tainment. 

Opens with an overture of Spanish 
numbers, played by the orchestra under 
Rapee and sung by the singing chorus, 
Viola Philo and Jan Peerce. The Bolero, 
with the chorus banging on tambou- 
rines, ends it effectively. Thereafter an 
Indian in a red light sings before the 
curtain and there follows the recent 
Niagara Falls number in its entirety, 
this time called Maid of the Mist. It’s 
just as it was before, complete with 
Patricia Bowman, the ballet, the agi- 
tated cloth from which the latter 
emerges, the spouting steam and the 
overflowing beer suds. 

After the newsreel the orchestra breaks 
into Roar, Lion, Roar, and the curtain 
goes up on the Columbia band, grouped 
on what are supposed to be the Colum- 
bia library steps, with an effigy of Alma 
Mater in the background. They’re in 
Silly looking caps and gowns, and Har- 
wood C. Simmons, the leader, oughtn’t 
to be wearing a Master’s cowl unless he’s 
entitled to it. Maybe he is. Gals, 
strangely enough, flank the band, and 
enter into the singing. 

That band is not the same outfit that 
played the Columbia football games last 
fall—at least it doesn’t sound the same, 
but maybe that’s because at the Music 
Hall the lads are relieved of the neces- 
sity of marching. The program com- 
prises a march tune and a medley of 
Columbia songs, including Who Owns 
New York, Sans Souci, Stand Up and 
Cheer and the old Alma Mater which 
was discarded during the war because 
the tune also happened to belong to a 
German anthem. It was good to hear 
it again. 

Next Miss Bowman dances prettily be- 
fore a green bower to the strains of 
Valse Rhythmique, a composition of Dick 
Leibert, one cf the Music Hall's organ- 
ists, who helps the orchestra to play it. 
The finale has as its theme When I’m 
Sipping a Soda With Susie, which is 
sung by Katherine Skidmore, Dora Rine- 
hart, Roy Barnes and George Meyer. 
The bar set used in a previous show is 
turned into a soda water fountain for 
a dance by the ballet, and the Roxyettes 
descend from a huge cutout soda glass 
as individual sodas to do one of their 
routines. The singing chorus joins from 
the ramps at the end. 

Anyhow, the Columbia lads ought to 
find the Music Hall pleasanter than Riv- 
erside Drive, what with the Roxyettes 
around.

Best scene of acti, 
the sleigh ride, was missing in this show 
and should have been inserted some- 
where in the bill, as the running time 
was Only 40 minutes. 

Chester Hale Girls come back for fi- 
nale as setting for a waltz by Elizabeth 
Morgan and Charles Columbus, dressed 
like Diana Wynward and John Barry- 
more in the picture, and Vivian Fay 
winds up again for a spin until the 
curtains close.

This bouse has one of the snappiest 
burly shows in town, if not the best. 
The operators have put up some dough 
for smart costumes and nice sets, but 
most important of all the show has real 
production effort. Fred Clark has set 
@ lively pace for the show, staging the 
ensemble numbers with care and turn- 
ing out the best-trained line of girls 
this reviewer has seen in a burly house. 

Clark has emphasized girls and music 
rather than strips and rough comedy. 
His line of 16 girls is excellent and dis- 
play real training. The girls are young 
and generally easy to look at, while 
their costumes are clean and spiiffy.

Phil Spitalny’s commercial radio act is 
well suited for the stage, as was evi- 
denced by the reactions of the audience 
when it was reviewed. It’s unusual in 
band acts, completely entertaining and 
the acme of production, which shows 
much skill and care. The mounting of 
the band, the serious leading of Spit- 
alny, the incidental music and singing, 
the lighting and routining and the ar- 
rangements are all decided assets which 
tend to make the turn an asset to 
higher class houses. 

The band is musically perfect and 
about even-Stephen on brass and string, 
with the handling of the heavy 
and intricate arrangements wel! done. 
Numbers like Play, Fiddle, Piay, and 
Tschaikowsky's 1812 are musical treats 
embellished by outstanding production. 
In the 1812 rendition beautiful back- 
ground was provided by the Notre Dame 
Glee Club and Chester Hale Girls en- 
listed from the bill. There are nine sing- 
ers. with but one doubling at music. 
Latter is a girl who has a beautiful so- 
prano voice and plays the accordion 
splendidly. The others work as a septet 
and a male soloist.

Altho 
the impersonations are still rough in 
spots, Evans displays talent and should 
develop into first-rate stuff. 

He does all his impersonations with- 
out the aid of costume or makeup 
changes, concentrating on facial expres- 
sion, body posture and voice for effect. 
He opens with a nice takeoff on Joe E. 
Brown, followed by a nifty one of Will 
Rogers. Then comes a fair impersona- 
tion of James Barton, Evans, incidental- 
ly, bearing a close resemblance to Bar- 
ton. Popeye, the comic-strip character, 
comes next, and its novelty puts it over, 
while a takeoff on John D. handing out 
dimes follows. For an encore here he 
did the late Lon Chaney, showing him 
as a hunchback cripple and working un- 
der a green spotlight. The Chaney num- 
ber could be improved. 

Evans has nice stage personality and 
drew consistent applause for himself 
here despite bad spotting. >.

stages to New York. Generally panned, 
with closing threatened for tonight, but 
the order rescinded at the last moment. 
The towns en route, howevcr, and the 
Coast customers went for it big, which 
illustrates again that what goes in New 
Ycerk often dies on the road and vice 
versa. Same thing is true of the touring 
stars like Guy Bates Post, Walker White- 
side and their like. 

Recently unit vaude shows with 
“names” — Cantor-Jessel, Pearl-White- 
man—toured to big biz and proved again 
that the road is there if anybody can 
get to it. Such shows—and there'll be 
more—pave the way for locally produced 
units at cheaper prices and making 
shorter tours. The opening of the pic- 
ture houses after years of closed doors is 
another angle that should stimulate 
road production next season. With pic- 
ture product curtailed, legit attractions 
can be booked in, and one circuit, RKO, 
even had a Nebulous plan of touring one 
all-flesh show a month over the entire 
chain. This partially solves the problem 
of bookings, which for long has been 
one of the biggest thorns in indie road 
production. 

Influx of touring vaude units into 
such States as Vermont also paves the 
way for legit. At present more than 
10 show and stage presentations are 
within Vermont’s borders, the biggest 
number in years. Over the Coals, a 
satirical revue recently produced by a 
local Pittsburgh cast at the Pitt, is 
now owned by William Beal and Herman 
Liveright, who plan to tour with it thru 
neighboring towns. Road dates already 
lined up include Washington, Wheeling, 
Beaver Falls and New Castle. In Salt 
Lake City the Playhouse is experiment- 
ing with locally produced revues and 
musical comedies every Friday, Saturday 
and Sunday, displacing the house’s usuat 
picture programs. Price is only 15 cents, 
a rise of a nickel over the picture prices, 
and so far has pulled in the mob. 

Similar experiments are being con- 
ducted thruout the country. If they 
prove successful road production for the 
road may slowly iNcrease during next 
season. 

Summer stocks are also putting on 
new plays—plenty of them, a larger 
percentage than in previous years—but 
since those shows are ultimately in- 
tended for Broadway consumption 
they’re out of the present category.

Mrs. Murphy denied the entire in- 
cident. She said four patients who are 
under dismissal were slated for dis- 
charge several weeks ago as having re- 
ceived the maximum amount of treat- 
ment the Lodge could give them and 
termed their signing the petition a 
sympathy move to keep them at the 
Lodge. Two others dismissed, both 
women, she said, were leaving. the 
Lodge for three days at a stretch with- 
out permission from the New York 
office. The four have been on unlimited 
exercise for three months, Mrs. Murphy 
said. They are John F. Dempsey, John 
Louden, Leonard Cowley and Betty 
Huntington. Less physically strong are 
the two others, Mrs. Lillian Ann Morgan, 
who hemorrhaged this week, and Miss 
Frisco Devere, who fainted in the rail- 
way station Saturday night en route to 
New York. 

More than one-third of the patients 
uphold Mrs. Murphy's administration as 
kind and charitable.

“Lilly Turner” 
(FIRST NATIONAL) 
Rivoli 


Time—63 minutes. 
Release Date—May 13. 


Lilly Turner, when George Abbott and 
Philip Dunning wrote it as a play, was 
a melodramatic yet fundamentally seri- 
ous study of a fallen lady of the med 
shows, a wistful, harassed nympho- 
maniac with a yen for the strong men 
who worked with her in the troupe and 
a sincere affection for her futile, loving, 
feckless, drunken little husband, Dave. 
Its entire point was the study of the 
woman, and its entire interest lay in 
the relationship between her and Dave. 
In the picture that relationship is torn 
down to make way for a phoney ro- 
mance between Lilly and her last strong 
man, and the girl is given so complete 
a coat of whitewash that even her mar- 
riage with Dave is fumigated and she 
emerges as just another of the screen’s 
banal and wronged little girls. The en- 
tire point of the play is lost—so com- 
pletely lost that the producers have 
really no moral right to call their pic- 
ture Lilly Turner. 

In the film Lilly is fooled by one man 
after another until her fall becomes a 
matter of maudlin sympathy. Dave 
marries her to give her child a name—as 
he does in the play—in the picture the 
father is made a bigamist, to give Lilly 
another coat of white—but Dave never, 
never lives with her. Fritz, the balmy 
German strong man, who precipitates 
the catastrophe by going haywire, has 
a yen for Lilly which she did nothing at 
all to foster. And the final strong man 
falls for her only because she wistfully 
seeks to find just a little bit of happi- 
ness. Their love is, needless to say, sweet 
and pure, as innocent as the wind- 
tcssed buds of spring. And Lilly gives 
up that great love in the end to tend 
the stricken Dave, not because he’s a 
good guy and she can’t leave him, but 
in order to make the saintly young lady 
a martyr as well. So far as the pro- 
ducers of the picture are concerned, it 
might just as well be the stork after all 
that brings babies. 

The whole thing is a beautiful ex- 
ample of the lowering of standards on 
the part of the average playgoer as svon 
as he sets font in a picture house. Lilly 
Turner, on the stage, was a play that 
was Gefinitely on the wrong side of the 
ledger. The picture fails dispiritingly 
to live up to the play. And yet the pic- 
ture, as a picture, is at least pretty good. 
It illustrates the complete futility of 
comparing stage and screen, when the 
standards of the stage are at least 100 
per cent higher. 

Ruth Chatterton does what she can 
with the disemboweled title role. If she 
Never manages to make it as red-blooded 
cr full-bodied as Dorothy Hall cid on 
the stage, that’s probably the fault of 
the changes in script. Frank McHugh 
does excellently as Dave, tho he misses 
the bite and incisiveness, and also the 
overwhelming sympathy, that James Bell 
gave the part on the stage. Bell’s per-~ 
formance was one of the high spots of 
the Broadway season. 

George Brent has little more than 
routine to do as che romantic strong 
man. Robert Barratt repeats his sterling 
Stage performance as the crazed heinie. 

Some of the play’s most amusing se- 
quences were cut out of the film. This 
repoiter, for one, sorely missed Fritz’s 
“mitt big shteps” Burr. 


“Melody Cruise” 
(RKO RADIO) 
Preview 


Running Time—76 minutes. 
Release Date—June 23. 

A light musical that manages to be 
different from the technical angle, but 
that has such a weak story that it winds 
up a mild affair. So much attention 
was paid to trick photography and mu- 
sical continuity that this overshadows 
and detracts from the story. From the 
box-office angle, the picture ought to 
do fairly well. Charles Ruggles ought to 
mean something, while the current mu- 
Sical cycle should tie in nicely with the 
title and story. Smart advertising and 
explcitation should help, too. 

The story gis thin. Ruggles, a hen- 
pecked husband, convinces our hero,

“The Life of Jimmy Dolan” 
(WARNER) 
Rialto 


Time—70 minutes. 
Release Date—June 3. 

There’s an effort to get away from the 
usual run of fight pictures in The Life 
of Jimmy Dolan, which Warner put out. 
Its initial premise, evidently, is that 
there is no such thing as a friend, and 
then, after it gets its hero into the ex- 
pected tough jam, it immediately sets 
cut to disprove its own thesis. It man- 
ages, really, to do nothing much at all, 
degenerating into just another picture. 

Jimmy is a light heavyweight who 
slugs a newspaperman—another of the 
screen’s recent epidemic of naughty 
newspapermen — and kills him. His 
manager and light o’ love get him out 
of New York, but then the manager 
steals his money, his watch and his gal. 
As they do some drunken driving the 
car crashes and burns, and when the 
watch is found it is naturally presumed 
that Jimmy has burned, too. The man- 
ager’s body is taken for Jimmy’s and 
New York detectivedom is satisfied, ex- 
cept for one suspicious sleuth. 

Jimmy, meanwhile, takes the weapon 
that fate has provided, and changes his 
mame. He re-enters the ring, however, 
in order to garner dough for a farm for 
ailing infants—and you can go on with 
the story from there. Needless to say, 
the suspicious sleuth turns softy in the 
end, and everything ends happily. 

Douglas Fairbanks Jr. is sufficient as 
Jimmy, and Loretta Young is nice 
enough as the gal in the case. The real 
acting, tho, is contributed by Aline Mac- 
Mzhon as the lady who runs the baby 
farm, and Guy Kibbee as the detective. 

The fight angle might have been 
played up for exploitation if it hadn't 
already been played to death. Burr. 


“Strange People” 
(CHESTERFIELD) 
Original Roxy 


Time—65 minutes. 
Release Date—January 15. 


The biggest thing against Strange 
People, a mystery meller directed by 
Richard Thorpe, is its title. It’s an un- 
appealing tag, and it fails totally to sug- 
gest the suspense, excitement and clev- 
er meller work that the picture actually 
does possess. The direction is excellent, 
the excitement continues all the way, 
and probably even the most hardened 
detective story fan will be kept guessing 
thruout. For Strange People isn’t satis- 
fied with one mystery for the custom- 
ers to solve; as soon as one angle is fin- 
ished off another pops up to keep 
things in the air, very much like a jug- 
gler tossing his series of colored balls. 

On a rainy night strange things occur 
in the empty house of John Davis, who 
was murdered the year before. The 
caretaker is hit over the head and carted 
off, and ther people begin arriving, 4 
barber, a housekeeper, a radio man, @ 
plumber, all of whom have been sent 
for. And when they all get together 
they find that they are all members of 
a jury which condemned’ a man the pre- 
vious year for Davis’ murder. 

That is an intriguing situation. A 
man claim:ng to be owner of the house 
comes in after a fake butler has been 
killed, and the entire jury agrees that 
the murder was committed by a lass in 
the crowd. And then the pseudo-owner 
admits that the whole thing has been a 
hoax, to show them the fallacy of cir- 
cumstantial evidence, and asks them to 
sign a petiticn for a reprieve for the 
man they condemned. The butler, he 
says, was only shamming death, and the 
picture threatens to end then and there. 
But that, actually, ain't the half of it, as 


Bert Savoy used to say. The butler, far 
trom shamming death, has really been 
killed. And from then on things get 
fast and furious, with surprise following 
surprise in endless series. Tho the end 
is pretty phony, it almost has to be 
that way to offer a quick and satisfac- 
tory explanation of the events that have 
led up to it. 

Altho the production is far from first 
class, that hardly matters in the general 
excitement of the picture. Thorpe’s di- 
rection is melodramatically excellent 
thruout, always effective and including 
various deft touches. The cast is suf- 
ficient, with Hale Hamilton doing most 
of the work as the lawyer out to save 
the innocent man. Burr. 


“I Loved You Wednesday” 
(FOX) 
Radio City Music Hall 


Time—74 minutes. 
Release Date—June 16. 


It’s a highly entertaining picture that 
Fox has made from Molly Ricardel and 
William DuBois’ near-hit of the fall 
stage season, I Loved You Wednesday— 
but, as might have been expected, it 
has managed to miss the entire point 
of the play. It is entertaining as it 
stands, but reason quails before the 
problem of why the producers refused 
to make it even more entertaining than 
it is by including the material that the 
authors of the stage play gave them 
ready to hand. The obvious answer is, 
of course, the necessity for the inevit- 
able ppony romance of the movies. But 
even that could have been included, and 
still some vestige of the play’s original 
ideas retained. 

The title of the play was taken from: 
“And if I loved you Wednesday, what is 
that to you? I do not love you Thurs- 
day—so much is true.” That, of course, 
sets the principal interest as the wist- 
ful effort of Vicki, a famous dancer, to 
recapture the love that she discarded 
five years before in Paris, when she was 
just a little student. A year of utter 
happiness had been torn apart by the 
arrival in Paris of Randy Williams’ wife 
—and when Randy comes back to Vicki 
she is buffeted by her nostalgia for the 
past. She wavers between Randy and 
Phil Fletcher, a worldly and grand chap 
who makes strictly dishonorable ad- 
vances, offering a trip to a South Seas 
island on his yacht. She meets Randy’s 
wife in discreet combat in a speakeasy, 
and still decides to try to revive a love 
that has, to all intents and purposes, 
died—altho neither he nor she realizes 
it. But when Randy finds a picture of 


‘his wife carefully placed at the top of 


his bag and sits thinking over it, Vicki 
quietly slips away to Phil and the South 
Seas. She realizes that Randy’s wander- 
ings always bring him back to his wife, 
and that on Thursday Wednesday’s love 
Nes dead. 

Most of that is changed in the pic- 
ture. The entire relationship between 
Vicki and Rand is played down to make 
room for a phonily injected and lily- 
white .romance between Vicki and Phil. 
In the picture, of course, Phil wants to 
marry her, and the entire interest cen- 
ters around that. And poor Rand, some- 
thing of a fellow in the play, is made in 
the picture dangerously kin to a stock 
playboy-villain. Which is eminently un- 
fair. And it’s not when he looks at his 
wife’s picture that Vicki leaves him; 
it’s when she, Vicki, looks at it. Which, 
for no reason at all, destroys a valuable 
point. 

None the less, the picture is enter- 
taining. The fact that Vicki is a danc- 
er is played up to provide a big ballet 
scene, shots of which, the producer must 
have realized, could be used to advan- 
tage in exploitation. The part of Phil, 
of course, is made sympathetic; it was 
so too in the play, but in an honest 
way, and chiefly because of the grand 
playing of Henry O'Neill. 

Warner Baxter is Phil this time, 
and plays him smoothly and well. 
Elissa Landi is a vision of loveliness as 
Vicki, and coniributes some excellent 
work, tho it’s enough just to be allowed 
to look at her. Victor Jory is the now- 
unsympathetic Randy, and Miriam Jor- 
dan is required to do nothing but 
stiffly as his wife. Burr.

definite stand on the new Recovery Act. 
The national body is asking the State 
units to decide whether they prefer co- 
operation with other bodies in drawing 
up an industry code or whether they 
want to push litigation on the theory 
that theaters are not engaged in inter- 
state commerce. 

MPTOA in the meantime has submitted 
its own code to Allied units for their 


reaction. Altho the Hays orgar-zation 
is taking the lead in drafting a code 
for the whole film industry, there are so 
many minority bodies that a tough time 
is expected in trying to get together a 
general agreement. 

Legit is beginnning to move under the 
new law. Equity has taken the first step 
by contacting the administration for ad- 
vice as to proper procedure. As for per- 
formers out of legit, only the Actors’ 
Betterment Association has made any 
sort of definite move to represent the 
actor. The ABA has sent President 
Roosevelt in the form of a resolution its 
recommendations covering the perform- 
ers’ relations to employers. 

Reaction to the bill reaching Washing- 
ton stresses growiNg disposition of indus- 
trialists to accept provisions of it, some 
of which might otherwise be objection- 
able to them, in the light of advantages 
offered in the way of advance planning 
as to industry, approval of higher prices, 
encouragement of initiative in industry, 
encouragement of greater eificiency 
which is expected to result in savings, 
banning of cut-throat competition, pro- 
viding of ethics, clean competition, etc., 
under conditions which could not pre- 
vail in the absence of Government ap- 
proval and insistence upon them, and 
the certainty of a better prospect for 
disposition of products. Features which 
have caused concern, suggested above, 
but which advantages cited above should 
offset, are fixing of minimum wage, 
maximum hours of employment per day 
and week, and the like. 

Indications are the most drastic results 
from operation of the Act, in the amuse- 
ment field, will be in connection with 
the motion picture industry and the 
radio industry. In the out-of-doors 
field, as to parks and beaches particu- 
larly, organizations already in effect, it 
is probable, may be made to fit into the 
picture with certain adjustments, suf- 
ficiently to furnish adequate and satis- 
factory fair competition codes. The ends 
which the coin machine industry have 
been seeking would seem to be in sight, 
assuming steps for the functioning of 


this industry uNder provision of the 
new law.

Don Lee Underwrites Symphony 
Series in Oil Sponsor Battle 


HOLLYWOOD, June 17.—So that an 
agreement entered into with the Union 
Oil Company for the broadcasting of 
the summer series of the Symphony 
Under the Stars might be carried out, 
Don Lee, Owner of the Columbia-Don 
Lee string of 12 stations on the Coast, 
is underwriting the summer series of 
concerts in the Bowl, opening July 4 
and continuing until August 22. 

The oil firm contracted with Lee to 
broadcast the series for $1,350 per week 
and in addition agreed to pay the Bowl 
association $1,000 per concert for the 
broadcasting rights. Thereafter the 
Bowl sought to cut the salaries of the 
musicians playing the summer series, 
and after a series of encounters with 
musician union officials, Frank Pendle- 
ton, president of Local 47, issued the 
order that the union board of directors 
had voted to deny any member the 
right to appear in the Hollywood Bowl 
for symphony or concert work. 

KFI immediately got busy, and thru 
Mrs. Leiland Atherton Irish and Merle 
Armitage, impresario, sought to rent the 
Bowl and sponsor a series of concerts, 
in which case KFI would have the 
broadcasting rights, and if Union Oil 
wanted to sponsor them would heave to 


switch over to KFI, which in years be- 
fore had handled the Bowl broadcasts. 
The KFtI-fostered organization termed 
itself the Summer Symphonies Continu- 
ance Association and entered its bid 
with the Hollywood Bowl directors for 
the use of the Bowl for the summer. 


Not to be outdone by his Coast com- 
petitor, Don Lee, in association with 
Otto K. Oleson, Dr. Bruce Baxter and 
Durward Howes, formed a Symphonies 
Under the Stars Foundation, and with 
a strong financial setup submitted their 
bid for the Bowl. At a meeting of the 
Bowl directorate this week the use of 
the huge open-air amphitheater was 
granted to the Don Lee organization, 
which will result in the Unfon Oil con- 
tinuing its contract with Don Lee. 


Nevertheless, the KFI-sponsored or- 
ganization states it will go ahead and 
present a summer series of concerts in 
the Greek Theater in Griffith Park, and 
which, no doubt, the NBC station will 
find a ready sponsor for. 


The clash marks the first time the 
subject of symphonies has become a 
major issue on the Coast and is the 
first real conflict between the two com- 
petitive stations.

General Mills has renewed its contract 
for the twice-weekly Betty Crocker pro- 
grams over the Columbia-Don Lee net- 
work. Contract calls for one year of 
broadcasting the twice-weekly 15-minute 
helps to housewives. Program originates 
at KFRC, San Francisco. 

A new radio station, XEAE, located at 
Tijuana in Baja California, Mex., went 
on the air for the first time this week. 
New plant has a power of 2,000 watts 
and broadcasts on 980 kilocycles.

Graham McNamee 
will continue in his straight role and 
as announcer. In the event a radio 
unknown takes the part of “uncle” it 
is conceded that McNamee is apt to do 
more for the newcomer than the come- 
dian for McNamee. 


BBC’s Dramatic Critic

critic to the British Broadcast Corpora- 
tion in place of St. John Ervine. 

Haddon, who will take up his duties 
in September, was the world’s first radio 
critic of the drama. He held that posi- 
tion at Savoyhill in the first two years 
of the BBC, from 1923 to 1924. For 20 
years Archibald Haddon was dramatic 
critic of The Daily Express.

June 19.—The Paul 
Whiteman two-hour show sponsored by 
Kraft-Phenix Cheese Corporation is 
being whipped into a routine while 
Whiteman has definitely decided to pass 
up the offer of the Heidleberg Inn at 
the World’s Fair, Chicago, in order to be 
in close touch with the J. Walter 
Thompson Agency. John U. Reber, vice- 
president in charge of radio for the 
Thompson firm. is being contacted by 
Jack Lavin, Whiteman’s manager, on 
ironing out various details. 

Chicago offer, which was on the verge 
of being closed, gave Whiteman a 
guarantee of $4,000 weekly, plus addi- 
tional percentage of the gross receipts. 
However, it is believed that the dance 
dates, of which five weeks have been 
lined up by Martin Wagner, of the 
William Morris offices, will net White- 
man far in excess of this figure and 
give him more time for the radio pro- 
grams and at the same time permit 
him to be near the ad agency.

Sympathy in this city is with the 
broadcasting companies, inasmuch as 
the local newspapers have refused to 
publish as news the programs of local 
and chain stations except as paid ad- 
vertising matter. Two department stores, 
Feibieman’s and Maison Blanche, yield- 
ing to requests of thousands of radio 
fans, publish the WDSU and WSMB pro- 
grams as part of their paid display ad- 
vertising daily.

Better Business Bureau After 


“Unethical” 


NEW YORK, June 19.—Radio agencies 
that advertise for talent and then per- 
suade it to accept polishing-up courses 
are in for a hot time. according to the 
local Better Business Bureau, which is 
planning to drive them out of business 
by making it impossible for them to 
advertise. It has already gotten The 
World-Telegram to drop these ads, while 
The American has set up safeguarding 
restrictions, and The Mirror is following 
suit. This is the only angle by which 
the bureau can hit these agencies, as 
their other practices are legal, altho 
possibly unethical. 

The bureau reports that the last two 
years has seen a rapid growth of agen- 
cies trying to mulct radio hopefuls. The 
usual gag is to advertise for “radio tal- 
ent for immediate broadcasting” and 
then tell the applicants they need pol- 
ishing up and recommend them to a 
radio school. The “school” would 
squeeze as much as it could thru sell- 
ing “radio technique” and “auditions” 
and then give the students the usual 
run-around on getting a job, The in- 


Talent Polishers 


crease Of these agencies is similar to 
the mushroom growth of movie schools 
when movies first became popular. 

The bvreau reports it has forced two 
agencies—Consolidated Radio Advertis- 
ers and Radio Theatrical Enterprises— 
out of business by cutting off their 
advertising in the dailies. Another, the 
Carson’s Agency. is under investigation. 
E. Arthur Richards ran the Consolidated 
and M. Grod the Radio Theatrical. 

According to complaints to the bu- 
reau, both agencies advertised for talent 
and indicated the talent could be spot- 
ted on local stations if it successfully 
passed certain tests. After auditioning 
the applicants would be recommended 
to the Manhattan Institute of Radto 
Technique. conducted by Prank Passar. 
After n series of lessons the applicants 
would return to the agencies and then 
try to get a job. 

The bureau has several other agencies 
under investigation and is waiting for 
complaints before it makes its attack. 
Investigator Brock has been handling 
the radio cases.

Pond’s vanishing and cold cream prod- 
ucts held forth for sometim> under the 
baton of Leo Reisman, plus Lee Wiley 
and others. More recently the program 
attracted considerable attention by add- 
ing Mrs. F. D. Roosevelt. Current line- 
up has Victor Young’s Orchestra; Paul 
Small, tenor; Hufgh O’Connell and Ilka 
Chase, of the movies, while Miss Wiley 
is retained. Former layout seemed to 
appeal of a class audience and was nice- 
ly handled; in fact, quite dignified. 

New program is somewhat of a let- 
down in its class appeal and apparently 
is seeking the ear of the average dial 
turner. Orchestra is just so-so. Small 
is not exactly inspired, while O’Connell 
and Chase, in the characters of Wilbur 
and May, the former a sappy sort of in- 
dividual, offer a couple of comedy skits 
wherein the product comes in for a plug. 
As sight entertainment the duo may be 
easily appreciated, and if properly pre- 
sented could probably build up a radio 
following. However, the two characters 
do not seem to mix, a sort of oil and 
water combo that is not consistent. It 
keeps the radio fan wondering too much 
how come this sensible dame is mayried, 
fooling around with or somehow related 
to this dizzy personage. While it is all 
in fun, enough of a consistent note has 
to be struck if the listener is to take 
the credits for Pond’s products serious- 
ly. Another jarring note is the spon- 
sor’s credits being handed out by the 
male announcer when a woman ought 
to do the selling of cold cream if it is 
to be convincing to women. 

Some comedians can kid some prod- 


ucts and get away with it a la Ben 
Bernie. If a woman in a skit kids about 
a product like cold cream she must do 
it in a broad way. However, in this 
case it apparently is the intention to 
make the woman’s mention taken seri- 
ously, but what average listener is apt 
to pay attention to a feminine character 
who is mixed up with a silly guy like 
“Wilbur.” Her ideas may not carry suf- 
ficient weight. Good production man 
wouldn’t hurt this program a bit and 
while Vanity Fair may be a nice sort of 
title, a checkup on the radio fans who 
read Thackeray would probably reveal 
no great encouraging percentage. Miss 
Wiley does well enough with her songs, 
but her intermittent tunes cannot car- 
ry the half-hour program. Between the 
orchestra and artists on this period there 
is material and time enough for a de- 
cided sock that is sorely needed.

AFM Head Reviews

NEW YORK, June 19.—Before leaving 
for the American Federation of Musi- 
cians’ annual convention in Chicago, 
Joseph N. Weber, its president, issued a 
statement outlining the organization’s 
record for the past year and its hopes 
for next year. He particulariv took a 
wallop at marine and navy bands broad- 
casting, at remote-control music and at 
scale cutting by vaude theaters. 


Weber said the federation was fairly 
successful in keeping army bands out 
of the competitive field, but that the 
navy department had always given trou- 
ble.

NEW YORK. June 19. — Charles 
Schribman, New England's best known 
dance promoter, ballroom operator and 
band manager, was in the: city during 
the past week signing orchestras for the 
ballrooms and pavilions in which he is 
interested, He makes his headquarters 
in Salem, Mass., and looks after the 
bookings of Bournhurst-on-the-Cape; 
Nuttings - on - the - Charles; Cocoanut 
Grove, Boston; Raseland Ballroom, Clare- 
mont. N. H., and various other spots. 
He is alsO manager of Mal Hallett’s 
Orchestra. 

Schritman is of the opinion that 
Eastern ballrooms playing one-night en- 
gagements of name bands are definitely 
in a pinch for attractions this summer, 
inasmuch as the majority of the bands 
will be located in Chicago for the next 
few months. 

While too many name bands are not 
to be desired they should be mixed in 
occasionally on a good night, if possible, 
or naturally over a holiday. One dollar 


is the average top for the name bands, 
and for this reason the $2 a couple too 
often has been found not so good for 
the average dance spot since many pa- 
trons began to stay way, in the opinion 
of Schribman. Thus, name bands a few 
times a month is the usual procedure, 
but will not be the coming season, due 
to the shortage. 

Average good band with a following 
does the best business when a 50-cent 
top is the admission price, making no 
more than $1 a couple. They will only 
pay more when an extraordinary attrac- 
tion comes to town, and they expect 
considerable entertainment from the 
band as well as good dance music. Busi- 
ness to date has been slow is getting 
under way, according to Schribman. 
who is in touch with the New England 
and Pennsylvania situation.

New Phase of Amusement Biz Has 
Made Employment for Hundreds 


Rivalry among spots forcing use of high standard of en- 
tertainment to hold patronage—bookers talent offerings 
find clubs and gardens lucrative contacts 


AKRON, June 19.—At the end of two months of legal brew there are no signs 
of a letup in garden, cafe, dine and dance activity. This new phase of the amuse- 
ment business has given employment to hundreds of unemployed and returned to 
near normal many spots which were struggling along losing money every month. 
The beer has created a demand for union and non-union dance bands and has 
given entertainers their first real break in recent years, to say nothing of the 
thousands of dollars spent for alterations to buildings, equipment for serving 


beer, preparation of foods, furnishings 
and radio announcements for a half 
hundred lecal thriving night club spots 
for which there appears to be a rosy 
future. 


In the greater Akron area, during the 
past two months, not a week has passed 
that oNe or two new spots have not been 
opened, many ranking with those of the 
larger cities. In each instance their 
existence is making more business and 
while competition is keen, operators are 
putting forth every effort to maintain 
a high standard of service and enter- 
tainment in order to hold patronage. 
Interest has never faltered and each 
week-end sees larger crowds frequenting 
these places of amusement. 


There is much rivalry among local 
spots, each trying to outdo the other 
in the way of entertainment. Of late 
operators not content with what local 
bookers have to offer have been using 
attractions of city bookers, who have 
found Akron night club and beer garden 
spots a lucrative contact for their en- 
tertainment offerings. 


New Garden Grille, formerly the Roxy 
Cafe, is the newest of the downtown 
spots opening this week. Location has 
been completely redecorated and re- 
furnished and much New equipment 
added. New Grille, located at 164 South 
Main, is probably the closest of any of 
the downtown clubs to the retail 
shopping district and is bound to receive 
good play. Music and entertainment are 
provided. 

American Serbian Club, on South 
Main street, one of the first spots in 
Akron to go after the night club trade, 
is doing capacity business, with turn- 
aways on Saturday nights. Club is oper- 
ated on the membership plan and has a 
capacity of better than 200 at tables. 
A six-piece band and occasional floor 
show entertainment are provided. Spot 
gets heavy play from the sailors sta- 
tioned here on the airship Macon, 

Lakeview Club, “Papa” Joe’s spot, out 
on South Main street extension, is en- 
joying excellent patronage, with capacity 
week-ends. 
still current there and floor shows are 
offered Saturday nights. This was an- 
other of the first night club spots to 
cash in on return of legal brew and is 
not wanting for patronage. 

Smoke’s Tavern, on Portage Lakes, is 
another spot which is attracting steady 
patronage. Spot offers a dance band 
nightly and floor show entertainment 
Saturday nighis. Few spots hereabouts 
are doing better with draft beer. 
Operator has spent a small fortune re- 
vamping the former roadhouse into @ 
modern night club and furnishings and 
appointments are elaborate. 

Club Casino, operated by Bill Mine- 
hart, Massillon restaurant executive, is 
without a doubt the “hot spot” in 
Eastern Ohio park beer gardens. Oper- 
ators have plenty of money to make 
the place attractive and it is being oper- 
ated in real night club style. There is 
no cover charge or no minimum charge. 
Ten-piece band plays for dancing and 
there is continuous floor show enter- 
tainment. Spot has been dispensing

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draft and bottled beer in great volume 
and now is serving the legal light wines. 
Saturday night business has been better 
than capacity, with spot running well 
into Sunday morning.

Tables have been placed on the 
outdoor patio leading from the ball- 
room, with accommodations for several 
hundreds and on recent warm nights 
they have been taxed to capacity. Perry 
has installed all new cooling equipment 
and is serving only bottled beer to 
patrons. The idea has met with instant 
approval of dancers. 


Miami Village Barn 
Is “Nutty” But Nice 


MIAMI, Fla., June 17.—Wally Vernon, 
former RKO comedian who was in the 
cafe limelight during the last season, is 
operating one of the most unique night 
clubs ever opened in this area. 

Called the Village Barn, the place is 
combination nut and night club. Deco- 
rations are horse collars and plowshares 
interspersed with free-hand bucolic 
drawings on the walls; tables are bare, 
waiters wear overalls and straw hats.

Two for 5e in 


L. A. Beer War 


Numerous amusing situa- 
tions urise as dealers battle 
for amber suds business 


@ 

LOS ANGELES, June 17.—In this land 
of milk, gasoline, bread and what-not 
wars it is only natural that beer should 
have its go and the entire Southland 
now finds itself in the grip of a drastic 
price war on bottled and draft beer 
that has some spots selling the beverage 
for as low as two glasses for five cents. 

As sdon as the local market became 
adequately supplied the price war 
started. With the arrival of a trainload 
of brew from San Francisco the standard 
price for 24 pints of $2.75 dropped down 
to $2.45 and in some cases $2.35. Other 
retailers hoping to beat the price and 
get the bulk of the bottle sale cut the 
price per bottle to eight cents in lots 
of 24. Immediately cut-rate stores thru- 
out the city flooded their markets with 
local and northern beer at nine cents a 
bottle in any quantity. 


In surveying the city one finds numer- 
ous amusing situations, where various 
merchants are trying to cash in on beer. 
One barber shop advertises a free mug 
with each hair cut at 25 cents, a ladies’ 
hair-dressing establishment offers a free 
stein with each eyebrow curve, a gents’ 
retailing establishment offers free de- 
livery on a case of 24 with each suit 
purchased at $12.50, another enterpris- 
ing merchant offers all you can drink 
with a complete meal for 50 cents, while 
a bakery in Hollywood is giving out 
coupons with each loaf of bread which, 
upon the presentation of 100, entitled 
the customer to a dozen bottles of 
eastern brew. Anothcr spot out in the 
outskirts has a 25-cent entrance fee 
and all you can drink for five cents, 
a 1l-ounce glass. A downtown parking 
station gives its customers a free glass 
of suds with each parking for two hours 
or over, while a cheap hotel over on the 
east side makes them all look silly with 
the announcement of “spend the sum- 
mer with us. An ice-cold bottle of beer 
delivered to every room daily, together 
with the daily paper entirely free,” and 
the rooms are only $3.50 a week. 


Since the repeal of the Gandier Or- 
dinance practically every cafe in the 
city is offering beer with meals, with 
most of them charging five cents for 
the first glass and 10 cents for each 
additional glass. Occasionally one finds 
a restaurant still catering to the prohibi- 
tionists with placards in the window 
stating “No beer sold here.” 


$100,000 Garden for 
Miami Beach July 1 


MIAMI, Fla., June 17.—Greater Mi- 
ami’s second large beer emporium is 
scheduled to open July 1 at Miamt 
Beach. 

To be operated by Oxford Gardens, 
Inc., the place will be under manage- 
ment of J. ©. Punderford, former man- 
ager of the Miami Biltmore Country 
Club, and will be designed as a com- 
bination outdoor beer garden, restau- 
rant and night club. 

Mannie Gates’ Orchestra already is un- 
der contract, and entertainment will be 
arranged by George E. Hussey. 

Plans cali for an English-type struc- 
ture on a plot at Washington avenue 
and Ninth, cn the fringe of the resi- 
dential district, with $100,000 as the 
proposed initial outlay for building and 
equipment. 

Proposed seating capacity of 1,500 will 
make it probably the largest enterprise 
of its kind in the South.

Spots Hopeful 


Business continues better, 


while talent prices are 
still quite low 
e 


NEW YORK, June 19.—Things are 
looking up for beer spots in the East, 
especially those using shows. The 
license muddie is pretty well cleared up, 
the weather has been pulling patrons 
out of their homes and whetting their 
thirst, while talent is unusually cheap 
to book. In addition, the box-office 
value of beer is still high due to the 
continual playing up of beer news in 
the press. It is estimated that people 
will remain beer-conscious for several 
months to come, this attitude tending 
to fgive beer spots a good start this 
summer. 


Locally the State beer board has in- 
sisted on keeping beer out of small 
stands and stores, and this is a break 
for larger spots, which are the only ones 
affording talent. Dance orchestras are 
being used mostly now, but specialty 
acts may be vsed in increasing numbers 
when economic conditions get better 
and beer spcts have more confidence. 

Local restaurant men, in a _ trade 
meeting last week here, estimated that 
beer has brought an average increase in 
gross business of 5 per cent. The aver- 
age increase would have to go up, of 
course, if talent is to be added, and the 
restaurant men are hopeful. 


Quality Is Detroit 
Night Spot Trend 


DETROIT, June 17.—New spots for 
beer gardens continue to open in De- 
troit, mostly of the smaller type now. 
Most of the new places are using some 
type of band and are decorating and 
building their places to please their 
patrons, not merely pouring out beer 
as a few of the earlier smaller places 
did. The tendency is definitely toward 
“class” entertainment and is confirmed 
by various established cafes in the city 
which have put in floor shows and 
bands within recent weeks. 


Joe Angilere has opened the Palm 
Beach Garden, a large tropical style 
place in Northwest Detroit, featuring 
Southern entertainment. The place is 
unusually tastefully decorated. Tony 
Denna's Orchestra has the engagement 
here. . . . The Blue Moon Gardens have 
been opened on Fenkell avenue, west 
side, by Charles E. Long Jr. Leonard 
Grayson's Orchestra is booked in here 
indefinitely. 


Luther and Lottie Hoster have opened 
Hoster’s Garden on Livernois and Puri- 
tan avenues. A neat indoor garden and 
an open-air pavilion and garden both 
are being used here. The place is 
situated near the University of Detroit 
and Marygrove College and draws one 
of the most typically collegiate crowds 
of any spot in town. Bernice Thayer’s 
Orchestra, all girls, is playing here. A 
floor show is being put on, with the cur- 
rent bill featuring May Hutchins and 
Estelle White, soloists, and Marguerite 
Eastlawn, tap dancer. 


New Orleans Band Stand Burne 


NEW ORLEANS, June 17.—Sweeping 
Over the band stand shortly after the 
musicians had left early Tuesday morn, 
fire of a mysterious crigin de- 
stroyed the band stand of The Holly- 
wood, open-air beer garden here. and 
damaged several pieces of adjacent 
property. The dance floqgr and other 
buildings of The Hollywood were un- 
damaged. Loss comparatively negligible. 
The fire, presumably, began under the 
stand and spread rapidly over the 
wooden structure, destroying it before 
the fire department arrived.

More Favorable Ruling Sought 


INDIANAPOLIS, Ind., June 14. — An 
attack of the ruling of Fred C. Bech- 
dolt, Fort Wayne, attorney for the State 
excise department, that beer may be 
used only in an inclosed space or room 
is to be made by the city attorney of 
Fort Wayne, who says a strict {nterpre- 
tation of this view would mean that 
beer gardens could not open in the 
State. 


“I do not agree with him,” said Wil- 
liam Fruechlenicht, city attorney, “I 
believe the premises within the meaning 
of the law can apply equally as well to 
an Open space and does not mean that 
beer may be sold only in a building. 
The intent of the ruling was to get 
away from the open saloon, but I be- 
lieve just the opposite will be the effect. 
The present ruling prohibits the sale of 
beer in a garden such as is being 
planned in one restaurant here and in 
other places. A modification is desir- 
able.” ‘

Dollar Nights have been inaugurated 
at the Barn Night Club and the new 
idea appears to have struck the right 
key with the patrons, thus for a dollar 
a complete meal with all drinks in- 
cluded, also music and entertainment, 
are truly night club bargains. 

Peter Schmidt has taken over the 
Willys Gardens and will operate the 
Lake Shore spot upon an entirely new 
principle. 

Club Belvidere, under the manage- 
ment of Bobby Kay, got away to fine 
start during the past week and this spot 
bids fair to becoming one of the most 
popular of the night clubs in this area. 

Broadway Billy, emsee at the Club of 
the Allies, leaves for New York within 
two weeks and contemplates a vaude 
tour which will carry the genial emsee 
to the shores of California. Bast and 
West end shore resorts are steadily pre- 
paring for the summer season and these 
open-air pavilions with their attractive 
beer gardens should prove pleasingly 
popular and profitable.

Equity Raps Stagehands’ National 
On ‘When Ladies Meet’ Shutdown 


NEW YORK, June 17.—Basis of recent 
rumors that Equity is washed up with 
its labor affiliations in general, and its 
latent tie with the stagehands and mu- 
sicians in particular, is seen in editorial 
appearing in this month’s issue of 
Equity Magazine, in which the actors’ 
organization takes issue with the stage- 
hands concerning the recent closing of 
the second engagement of When Ladies 
Meet. So far as general relations with 
stagehands and musicians are concerned, 
they have always been friendly tho never 
particularly close, and they are neither 
more nor less than that now. On the 
Ladies question, however, Equity takes 
the stagehands’ national to task. 


When Ladies Meet returned to town 
on a stork status that was approved by 
the stagehands’ local, requiring only six 
men to work the show. When the na- 
tional body of the IA heard of the ar- 
rangement, however, it reversed the rul- 
ing of the local. saying it had no right 
to okeh a breach of national body’s laws. 
It gave John Golden, the producer, the 
alternative of adding eight men by a 
certain date or closing the show. Golden, 
with a price scale geared only for low 
operation nut, had to close, thus throw- 
ing about 50 people out of work. Equity 
no like. . 

The editorial in Equity’s magazine 
reads as follows: “The Actors’ Equity 
Association believes that each organiza- 
tion in the theater has the right to de- 
tesmine its own working conditions and 
to insist on their enforcement to the 
extent of its ability to do so. 

“But Equity believes that in its action 
each group should consider the effects 
of its action on all the other groups 
which work with _it in the theater. 

“And so Equity is unable to approve 
the action of the international officers 
of the International Alliance of The- 
atrical Stage Employees which brought 
about the closing of When Ladies Meet, 
and which caused the termination of the 
employment of more than 50 people. 

“When Ladies Meet, a play written by 
Rachel Crothers and produced by John 
Golden, met with an excellent reception 
when it was first produced at the be- 
ginning of the season. At that time it 
employed 15 stagehands, members of 
Local No. 1 of the stagehands’ union. 
It played thru most of the season and 
then went on tne road to meet further 
welcome. 

“But with its road bookings apparently 
exhausted Mr. Golden considered the 
possibility of bringing it back to New 


York and playing it here at greatly re- 
duced prices—at prices ranging between 
25 cents and $1. Obviously he could 
not hope to pay the salaries to anybody 
that had been paid originally if he 
played it at that scale. So Mr. Golden 
spoke to the cast, and its members were 
willing to work for less, much less than 
they had been getting. And Mr. Golden 
went to Local No. 1 of the stagehands 
and it agreed to consider the production 
a stock company, since it would be 
playing at stock prices, and would per- 
mit the show to be worked by six men 
if the international officers were willing. 
For when the production went on the 
road it came ulder the jurisdiction of 
the international, and was still under its 
jurisdiction. 


“But the international officers declined 
to reconsider a reclassification of the 
show. It was still a road show in their 
eyes and if it continued beyond May 
27 15 stagehands would have to work it. 


“Now, technically, the international 
officers were correct. It was still the same 
show, with the same cast. It had not 
even closed and reopened. But they 
were unable or unwilling to take into 
consideration the fact that the produc- 
tion was operating on much less money 
and could not hope to take in anywhere 
near aS much as previously. And its 
rules were not sufficiently flexible to per- 
mit that consideration, even tho it 
meant the complete stoppage of the pro- 
duction. 

“Equity considers it a great pity that 
rules or their administrators should be 
so inflexible. In this instance it meant 
the throwing out of work of more than 
50 persons, including six members of the 
stagehands’ own group. 

“But even beyond that, this produc- 
tion was doing good missionary work 
for the theater. People were coming to 
it who had never before seen a legiti- 
mate theater production—and they were 
enjoying that experience and might 
have gone on to other shows. They 
came because it was within the same 
price range as the motion pictures to 
which they were accustomed. They 
stayed and would have continued going 
to others of its kind because they found 
themselves enjoying it. 

“Here was a production which was 
doing a valuable service to the theater. 
It should have been encouraged to con- 
tinue. Its path should have been 
smoothed, nct blocked. The stagehands’ 
officers should have been able to see

Was a playviewer happens to be 
hipped on a certain subject he 

finds himself returning to it 
again and again, like a murderer drawn 
inevitably back to the scene of his 
crime or a wanderer in the woods stum- 
bling again and again over the cold 
ashes of last week’s campfire. This 
playviewer happens to be hipped on so- 
called realism in the theater; the phrase 
“true to life,” and particularly when 
used in connection with the drama, has 
the same effect on him as Eili, Eili on 
a Hitlerite. 

Recently, somewhere in a mass of 
undisciplined reading, he came across a 
phrase that, to him at least, solved the 
entire problem. It was, I believe, in 
Arnold Bennett’s Mr. Prohack, but if it 
wasn’t it hardly matters. Perhaps the 
words are quoted incorrectly, but in 
substance they said: “To be completely 
true to life one has to be completely 
meaningless.” 

That phrase is true, horribly and in- 
controvertibly true; a moment's thought 
will prove it. Perhaps life is real, life 
is earnest and the grave is not its goal, 
but until some other goal comes to 
light the sum total of it all means noth- 
ing and less than nothing—the salt 
taste of tears on stiffening lips, a breath 
of spring blown heedlessly, without 
reason thru the muffling darkness of 2 
death room. 


ERHAPS the little actions, the iso- 

lated endeavors of our lives can 

spell out words with meaning, iso- 
lated words But life, composed of 
many million such, jumbles the words 
together into banal nonsense phrases of 
Gertrude Stein. “Dog eats man black 
eats again coming,” and so on ad 
infinitum. 

Even in the jumbled words of a single 
life no distinguishable phrase may he 
found. It is genius, art genius and 
science genius both, that takes those 
pied phrases and whips them into some- 
thing approaching sense. Art does it 
by taking the raw materials of life and 
imposing them upon a new world en- 
tirely, in which the artist is a reasonea 
god. Science does it by clearing away, 
for the laboratory test, the huge scrap 
heap of overt acts and accidents that 
mar any experiment in which life at 
large may have its way. But even the 
genius, able to create conditions in 
which the materials of life make sense, 
cannot create sense in life itself. See 
the lives of the Great Ones for proof if 
you're interested. 


IFE, unless guided, is an unreasoned 

affair. “Forced to show all, we 

soon become all show; the means 
te nature’s end ends meaningless.” 

The very function of the artist then— 
his primary excuse—is to get away from 
the meaningless holocaust of nature and 
life, to bring. for a little while, order 
and truth and meaning into the vicari- 
ous lives which we live on the stage 
or between book covers. If ever a 
dramatist or a novelist were entirely 
true to life we should be forced to see 
the most boring play, to read the most 
wastefully reasonless book, that it has 
ever been the fate of man to sit thru. 

And why seek merely to approach an 
end which, if once achieved in ‘its en- 
tirety, would be the complete nullifica- 
tion of the thing for which we strive: 
For to be completely true to life one 
has to be completely meaningless. 


LL of which is pretty heavy—and 
pretty silly, too, if anybody shouid 
ask—-for a hot spring day. Perhaps 

after all it’s the heat that did it. In 
any case, don’t let it bother you. To 
borrow from Herr Gilbert and his Rud- 
digore, “This particularly rapid unin- 
telligible patter isn’t generally heard, 
and if it is it doesn’t matter.”

When word spreads of the morbid 
revelations about the ghost of Jeanne 
Eagels there should be plenty of curi- 
Osity seekers ready to watch the vivid, 
neurotic and excellent interpretation by 
Francine Larrimore. 

Tho the authors ‘have contrived most 
certainly to bring zest to all the tabloid 
readers, they didn’t quite mark X where 
the body lay, and there were those in 
audience who coulin’t attach the II 
scenes. Bring half a dozen affairs of 
one gal into three acts and no wonder, 
for in the part of Julie Leander, rising 
to fame, she marries her tank-town di- 
rector at 20, has a child, divorces, then 
is mistress to a Broadway producer, 
whom she deserts for real love, and this 
one pulsate# thru her abnormal career 
even after the true love marries one of 
his own set, leaving her flat after she 
had given up stage for him. She’s all 
set to free-love her way to Europe for 
relaxation with a Tammany big shot 
when another producer with laurels 
convinces her with help of her ex- 
hubby, the director, that she should 
play in this hit of ‘hits, Port of Call. 
Tammany turns out to be a good sport 
and tosses her back a nice necklace and 
best wishes. and for some reason she 
says she thanks God that she hasn't 
earned all the things He’s given her 


(in six months). 


Then we have her so much on the 
verge of collapses from playing in Port 
of Call, eight a week for four years on 
road, that she has been going to night 
clubs with Toms, Dicks and Harrys and 
getting cock-eyed because she couldn't 
sleep. Equity raises Ned because she 
misses performances, and an ex-lover 
turns up and they get married, forget- 
ting another performance, so Equity 
bans her for a year and she goes cuckoo. 
Then she interludes with vaudeville, and 
hubby is on way to England sans Julie, 
when, in the last scene, she holds the 
house silent without a quiver or cough 
for five minutes as she places on her 
head the gold band worn by Rachel and 
given to her in honor by the Port pro- 
ducer, and after a heavy dose of head- 
ache powders gurgles and sprawls dead 
on floor. 

Large cast sounded occasionally un- 
rehearsed. Miss Larrimore was in per- 
fect Eagels voice.

Of course the smart lads will jump on 
it with both feet because it is play, 
rather than a preachment, a section of 
realistic dialog or an excursion into 
morbid psychology. But Edward J. 
Locke’s The Climaz, revived by Harold 
Hevia at the Bijou after a long sleep of 
a quarter of a century, is a sturdy and 
enjoyable old theatrical warhorse none 
the less. There were lady customers wip- 
ing their eyes in the lobby during the 
second intermission, and a couple of 
men who were grunting suspiciously 
deep down in their throats—which is the 
first time that this reporter has en- 
countered such a thing during a second 
intermission since Mrs. Moonlight kissed 
old Tom good-by for the last time. 

Of course, The Climaz is unimportant 
and false and fundamentally valueless 
except as entertainment—but what else 
do we go to a theater for? Of course it 
is trite and expected and unreal, but it’s 
been whipped together by a man with a 
master knowledge of the theater—I'll 
repeat that word: theater—a man such 
as we seem to lack entirely in this 
modern and enlightened day. Perhaps 
if we had one—or more than one—the 
theater might not be in its present 
parlous state. 

Mental suggestion and a career versus 
marriage are certainly a bit outworn 
now, but none the less the tale of Ade- 
lina, who wanted to be an opera singer, 
is told with a maximum of effect. She 
lives with that grand old pauper of a 
music master, Luigi Golfanti, and his 
son, Pietro. John Raymond, a young 
doctor from the old home town, tries to 
get her back into the fold of respect- 
ability because he wants to marry her, 
but music is her life. 

When she has an operation to make 


her throat still better than it is, Ray- 
mond—he says thru mental suggestion, 
tho there is always the suspicion that 
it’s the spray he’s given her to use— 
ruins her voice. And in the grand old 
second act scene that’s typical of a day 
when audiences weren't ashamed to grow 
sentimental in a theater, Adelina finds 
that she can’t sing any more, and sees 
her life crashing about her unheeding 
ears while old Luigi tries vainly and 
sadly to comfort her. 


Six months later she’s engaged to 
marry the doctor, but by accident on her 
wedding day—it would have to be her 
wedding day in the plays of 25 years ago 
—she finds that she can sing after all, 
and the doctor admits that the fault 
was his. After that, even tho she still 
loves him dearly, she can't possibly 
marry him, and the curtain goes down 
on her, heartbroken and triumphant, 
singing the Song of the Soul, which 
Pietro has composed out of his hopeless 
passion for her. 

So, you see, it’s nothing but cheap old 
theatrical trickery—but it’s tremendous- 
ly effective none the less. And particu- 
larly is it effective with Guy Bates Post 
playing Luigi, a part that is larger than 
it seems in synopsis. Mr. Post furnishes 
acting to suit the play, grand old-school 
acting that watches for every effect and 
gets it, acting that should be seen by 
every young whipper-snapper who claims 
he’s am actor whenever he engages in 
the arduous process of being himself. 
Mr. Post acts. That in itself is enough 
of a boon in these degenerate days of 
whispering. juveniles, but Mr. Post also 
acts extremely well. Just as the play- 
wright does, he revels in his emotional 
chances (without, however, chewing any 
scenery), and the two of them, actor and 
playwright, give the customers at the 
Bijou the sort of evening that brings 
those same customers back to the play- 
houses again. 

Norma Terris, making her non-musical 
debut, plays Adelina. In the big scenes 
she is splendidly effective, tho in the 
quieter moments she still shows a bit 
too much of the musical comedy tech- 
nique. George Heller does the young 
genius idea to death as Pietro. Matthew 
Smith is impossible in the impossible 
part of the doctor. 

Of course all of ‘this stamps your re- 
porter as a sentirentalist, a tasteless 
reactionary, an unenlightened lowbrow. 
That may be so. He also liked Mrs. 
Moonlight, Journey’s End, Cyrano and a 
couple of other plays, theatrical all of 
them, I fear. But he can’t help feeling 
that a little honest and effective the- 
atricalism is of inestimable aid to the 
theater—and I'll bet there are a lot of 
other customers (paying ones) who feel 
the same way too.

NEW YORK, June 19.—All things con- 
sidered, the local burly situation appears 
to be hanging on by its teeth with the 
only prospect in sight a rather drab 
summer both as to bookings and general 
box-office business. Added to the situa- 
tion is the threat by Police Commissioner 
Bolan to keep after the burly stands, 
altho editorials in daily Newspapers. call 
attention to more important things that 
need to be looked after by the police 
department. 


Neither burlesque house managers nor 
the artists have any set idea of what 
kind of a show to put on. Strips, in the 
full sense of the word, are out, and yet 
so-called stripping is in effect. Dialog 
has been tamed, yet it also is not ex- 
actly that at times. No one seems to be 
sure whether to heed the threats of the 
license and police commissioners or give 
the few patrons some entertainment. 


Thus shows are being constantly 
changed, with the comics and feminine 
principals up a tree on how to proceed. 
Occasionally a comic or strip woman 
strains at the leash and gives out some- 
thing the audience seems to clamor for. 
But on the whole, business continues to 
be poor for the most part. The Central, 
on Broadway, is adding the Baer-Schmel- 
ing fight pictures this week, taking 
second run from the Palace, opposite 
the Square.

Players this week terminated a six 
months’ run at the Grand Opera House 
here.

As to vaudeville, the news dispatches 
speak eloquently for themselves. The 
tieup of Pantages, Hamid and Fisher for 
the restoration of the Pantages Circuit 
with a real promise of considerably more 
time to be added is an indication of real 
faith in a field that has been abused 
worse than patriotism. We can’t think 
of a more pungent analogy. Even the 
summer season hasn't dimmed the en- 
thusiasm of several of the larger circuits 
for stage attractions. 

But of greater importance than all 
else is the news of Martin Beck forming 
his own booking office with his Good 
Man Friday, George Godfrey, designated 
as general booking manager. Something 
more reliable than instinct tells us that 
here is the interesting phenomenon 
manifesting itself of the OLD Beck 
swinging into action. 

Beck’s term with RKO as vaude boss 
was one of the most turbulent internally 
of any administration since the Albee- 
Lauder-Darling reign. Beck joined the 
organization with a beautiful prolog en- 
acted of what he was to do in further- 
ance of vaudeville and particularly in 
behalf of RKO’s booking office. It’s his- 
tory how he failed miserably. But there 
is yet to be told exactly why he failed: 
whether Beck was personally responsible 
for RKO’s rank failure as a vaudeville 
organization; whether the project flopped 
because Beck’s hands were really tied. as 
is now being intimated—or whether 
both RKO and Beck are ill-suited to 
cope with modern booking conditions. 

* . 


Regardless of what you think about 
Beck the fact remains that we have be- 
fore us for consideration today a man 
who has made his pile, who has been 
successful in operating his own circuit, 
in making plenty of jack for himself 
and others associated with him. At this 
stage of Beck’s career—when there is 
nothing to stop him from spending the 
rest of his days golfing, traveling and 
enjoying other comforts and luxuries 
within the reach of a wealthy man— 
there must be a substantial basis for 
his decision to open his own booking 
and theater service organization. If men 
like Beck have faith in the promise of 
the coming season so have we, and we 
Shall continue to sing a cheerful song 
of better days to come. 

Beck will not confine his activities to 
booking. It is stated on excellent au- 
thority that the Foxy Grandpa of. the 
show business will also operate theaters. 
This he is also well qualified to under- 
take. We are still smarting from some 
of the rebukes of omission inflicted by 
Beck when he sat in his intrigue-paneled 
RKO throne room. But we take pride 
in being open-minded. Beck needs en- 
couragement, and he will get plenty of it 
from The Billboard.

BOUT eight years ago, when depres- 
sion was a word used by the lay- 
man almost exclusively to describe 

a mental state, the indie booking field 
Was a standing joke. There were not 
more than two offices in that sector that 
could be accepted seriously. The rest 
were gyps or nascent gyps—but small 
timers at best. All that has been 
changed. In the field are, in addition to 


those mentioned above, such men as 


Fally Markus, Frank Walker, Mike 
Comerford and a host of others of 
similar caliber who are not active as yet, 
but who will swing into line in the fall 
as sure as God made green apples. 

There will be a definite revival of 
vaudeville mext season. As to whether 
the more important activity will be in 
the independent or major-circuit fields 
will depend on the progress made during 
the summer by the Pantages, Beck and 
other outfits. 

What may come out of the whole 
process is most encouraging to the so- 
so performer, the backbone of the busi- 
ness. The picayune gyps and near-gyps 
who are now infesting the Broadway of- 
fice buildings will be forced out by a 
force too devastating for their corner- 
in-the-wall organizations to fight suc- 
cessfully. The small timer will get a bet- 
ter break in the end . - and that’s 
great news to those of us who have con- 
cerned ourselves with the problems of 
relief in the theatrical profession. 

+ 
ARTOPHILUS is here again. Wel- 
come, Carty, and don’t let such a 
long time elapse between absences 
again. Maybe the ole boy was short of 
change for stamps and maybe all of a 
sudden he made a killing. Anyway he 
stopped writing to us for three weeks 
and, lo and behold, the fourth week 
three letters arrive from him. Three 

welcome letters, too. 

Carty is human. We have become con- 
vinced of that. He now writes confi- 
dential letters. And as soon as a guy 
gets confidential he has to be like one 
of us; he must listen to hoary ghgs on 
the radio, drive free-wheeling cars, take 
gargling exercises for halitosis and walk 
around the corner for a Camel—vunrless 
he’s one of those steamed-up magicians. 

In one letter Carty has something to 
say about Beantown. We refer it to 
you, and we hope Carty’s Uncle Tobias 
gets a kick out of it: 

- » I notice that Harold B. Franklin 
went to Boston to study the situation 
there, as it is giving them much worry. 
Why, Sugar, if I give you the facts of the 
Boston situation you could study them on 
the Island of Bali and be as well off. Here 
they are: Five theaters practically wall 
to wall. They are the Paramount, the old 
Keither house, now closed; the Bijou, the 
Memorial and the old Boston Theater. Di- 
agonally across the street from the Par- 
amount is the RKO and next to that the 
Washington Street Olympia. Not to men- 
tion the two other houses playing pictures 
and vaudeville. 

- I have a remedy for the Bos- 
ton situation and I am going to give it to 
you for publication because you have pub- 
lished my letters. This remedy is the only 
sure cure for the situation and is encom- 
passed in one word: ARSON, 

Careful, Carty, you’re preaching a 
dangerous doctrine. One of these days 
a couple of white-coated attendants will 
be taking you away and whispering 
soothing words to you as they take you 
to the place where anything goes so long 
as it is hounded by the snug canvas of 
a strait-jacket.

HE board of directors of the NVA

denying it. However, we wish to call 
to the attention of these esteemed gen- 
tlemen our report of conditions at the 
Lodge dated June 27, 1982. Every mem- 
ber of the board and all officers of the 
Fund received individual copies of this 
report. 

We do not fear the board of the NVA 
Fund. We do not fear anybody. We do 
want the trade to know that The Bill- 
board has not and never will incite pa- 
tients at the NVA Lodge to riot. The 
investigation last spring (1932) was car- 
ried on because letters received here 
from various patients indicated that 
something was radically wrong. Our re- 
port was based on a thoroly unbiased in- 
vestigation. It was highly commended at 
the time by various members of the 
board INDIVIDUALLY. Action was 
promised. It was stated on several oc- 
casions that Mrs. Katherine Murphy, the 
stormy petrel at present, would be re- 
lieved of much of the authority she then 
enjoyed. This was not done. Hence 
the present difficulties. 

The stories appearing currently in this 
paper on the NVA Lodge were inspired 
by a flood of letters received here from 
patients. These letters were not en- 
couraged. But we announce here that 
henceforth they are encouraged. If the 
situation up at Saranac is such that 
complaints about the administration 


cannot be registered with the proper au- 
thorities we on The Billboard shall be 
happy to receive them and investigate 
them. 


Our greatest concern—as might well 
be the case with everybody in the show 
business—-is the welfare of the patients 
at the Lodge. We are determined that 
they should be given all of the advan- 
tages due them. The NVA Lodge is 2 
public institution and interest in it ex- 
tends beyond the show business. The 
whole mass of the American public con- 
tributes to its support. The public is 
entitled to know facts and The 
Billboard will continue, insofar as is 
possible, to give it facts. 


We have no quarrel with the board of 
the NVA Fund. We want the patients 
to get an even break, and as soon as 
they do we shall bow out of the picture 
gracefully.

The time has come, now that the end 
of the season has arrived, for the little 
theaters to sift the latest crop of Broad- 
way shows and separate the wheat of 
what is fit for little theaters from the 
chaff of other productions. Only a cer- 
tain number of plays each year fill the 
needs of the little groups, and it’s not 
always the greatest successes that come 
in that category. During the season now 
drawing to a close there were fewer plays 
presented on Broadway than there have 
been for many years past, and yet among 
those that did go on there were quite 
a number than can be adapted for little 
theater use.

Three-Cornered Moon, another farce, 
one that fits snugly into almost all little 
theater requirements; The Comic Artist, 
a little theater play if ever there was 
one; When Ladies Meet, Rachel Crothers’ 
latest success, which should prove just 
as adaptable to little theater production 
as previous Crothers successes; The Late 
Christopher Bean, an eminently success- 
ful comedy with the tang of satire added; 
Dangerous Corner, a mental mystery 
that is both intelligent and exciting; 
Another Language, for those who like 
unpleasant realism combined with un- 
believable romancing: 20th Century, a 
farce which is probably too Broadwayish 
for most, but which might go very well 
in some localities; Swuecess Story, for 
those who favor the modern, and various 
other plays.

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Car-Owning Showmen’s Opportunity 


T WAS a wise move that the Canadian 
National and Canadian Pacific railways 
made when they took off the parking 

charge on show-owned equipment for this 
year. It would have been a wiser move if 
the charge had been removed permanently. 

On the surface the removal of the 
charge appears as a benefit solely to shows 
coming in this category that make the 
Dominion. But when one goes a little 
deeper there is a different situation. With- 
out this relief some shows probably would 
have found it impossible to carry out their 
scheduled tours, and this would have meant 
a loss of transportation revenue to these 
roads. Too, the granting of this relief will 
probably encourage other shows to go into 
Canadian territory, meaning additional 
business for the railroads. 

To R. L. Lohmar, acting for the Castle- 
Ehrlich-Hirsch Shows, goes credit for this 
accomplishment, altho the statement is 
made that some Canadian fair men legt 
their assistance. The sad part about the 
whole thing is that other railroad carnival 
showmen, and especially those whose routes 
take them into Canada, were more or less 
disinterested. There were plenty of promises 
made, but no cash. It requires printed mat- 
ter to properly present a case to the car- 
riers, and all expense in having the storage 
charge in the Dominion removed, as well 
as the expense in connection with the 10 
per cent reduction in show rates which Mr. 
Lohmar received from the Western Trunk 
Lines and the Southwestern Freight Bureau 
last year, has been borne by the Castle- 
Ehrlich-Hirsch Shows and him. 

Mr. Lohmar is of the belief that there 
is more relief from the railroads in sight; 
in fact, he has been assured of hearings by 
the carriers tending toward this. 

It is unfortunate that the carnival field 
lacks an organization to handle these rail- 
road and other troubles that confront them 
daily, but as Mr. Lohmar is willing to con- 
tinue with this railroad work he should 
have the proper support, not just promises. 

At present the carriers are in a most 
friendly and receptive mood. It is an op- 
portune time for railroad showmen to be 
doing things. When the railroads get well 
on the road to recovery they will harden 
against any sympathetic action. The time 
to act, therefore, is NOW.

Urges Team Work in Vaude 
Editor The Billboard: 


As a steady reader of the Forum, I 
note the big question is, when will 
vaudeville come back as in the old 
days? From performer to a vaudeville 
booker, I am writing my opinion on the 
subject. Does anyone agree with me? 

The first mistake is that many book- 
ers fail to add variety to the bill. Some 
bills I have seen were all one-sided. In 
two hokum acts, one following the other 
and each doing 13 minutes, the first gets 
a good hand and the second fails to 
click. The act following is hurt. 

The great cry of bookers, “Put a girl 
in your act,” has hurt many a good act 
When a girl with good looks and no tal- 
ent is added, the act has been slowed up. 
The theater manager allows so many 
minutes for the acts to work. In many 
cases each act will be compelled to cut. 
In that case many dancers leave out 
their hardest steps, novelty acts leave 
out their best effects and singers use 
their shortest numbers. 

On the other hand, a number of 
‘houses have cut one and two acts off 
the bill to reduce overhead and they 
want the show stretched to fill in the 
time that the show ran before one or 
two acts were omitted. In a place of 
this kind I saw a juggler with a nine- 
minute act, by dropping things on the 
floor, stretch his act to 16 minutes. But 
when he left the stage he failed to get 
a hand. 

The theater manager, the booker and 
the actor should learn to co-operate with 
One another. It is the patrons’ money 
that keeps the three departments going 
and each should in return put his heart 
and soul in ‘his work.

Carnivals and Organization 
Editor The Billboara’: 

While out of the show game for the 
past few years but always keeping post- 
ed on what is doing in that field by 
reading The Billboard every week, I wish 
to state that the action of the Canadian 
railroads in waiving parking charges was 
no great surprise to me. 

Mr. Lohmar is to be congratulated for 
his part in the work of securing the 
grant. I ‘have known for a year or so 
that all the fair officials and the fair 
associations of Canada have been active 
in trying to get this adjustment for the 
shows, all of them taking up the matter 
and making appeals for the showman. 
No question but what a great deal of 
credit must be given to the Canadian 
fair men for their activity in behalf of 
carnivals and other shows making Can- 
ada. 

The fact that only one showman is 
mentioned as being instrumental in 
working for this cause is characteristic 
with the carnival managers and their 
representatives, that of letting George 
do it. 

With no united effort of the tented

showmen, especially the carnival inter- 
est, it is wonderful to think that any 
attention at all would be paid to @ 
complaint like the one involving parking 
charges. From my observation of the 
carnival managers it looks like each is 
trying to crowd the other fellow out of 
the business, and no matter how much 
one or all have to suffer due to illegal 
end urlawful legislation, rules and prac- 
tices, it is all right, and each one takes 
his medicine and lives in hopes that it 
will some day adjust itself and without 
any united effort of the showmen. If 
one tries to remedy an injustice and 
seek the help of others, no assistance 
can be secured, and in some cases the 
Others will sey: “Don’t get our show 
mixed up in that complaint; do not 
mention my name,” etc. 

Not long ago I read where a showman 
managed, singlehanded, in having the 
State tax cut for carnivals, the one 
show going to the front and paying the 
legal fees for court action; the bringing 
about of a decision that was beneficial 
to all shows making the State. 

The parking charge adjustment in 


that no organization is now necessary, 
that they have whipped the railroads, 
the excessive rates and the parking 
charges, and that they are independent 
of them. Such may be the case so far 
as the railroads are concerned, but to 
my way of seeing it, all carnival shows 
should be united in one mighty organi- 
zation for their own protection; high 
and confiscatory licenses, unjust electric 
current rates, the regulating of news- 
papers which demand from the shows 
that they spend at least a minimum 
amount as set by the publishers, the 
looking after proper traffic regulations 
on the highways, the charging of nigh 
rates for compensation insurance, the 
preventing of all sorts of shakedowns 
and the providing of bonds when shows 
are tied up for this and that cause. 
Look back on the “shows that were” 
and observe their passing. With a united 
organization to combat features as here- 
in mentioned it is not unlikely to say 
that many of these shows would be on 
the firing line today had they a fair and 
square deal in the matter of transpor- 
tation, equitable fair contracts and all 


matters.

Canada, from what I can read in your 
publication, shows only one show inter- 
ested; one show going to the front for 
the entire lot; one show meeting the 
bills and paying the expenses. 


With no organization among the car- 
nival men to protect their interests and 
fight for their rights, it’s a wonder to 
me that any consideration is shown 
them at all by the railroad managers. 


A few years ago, to my own knowl- 
edge, one carnival general agent advised 
officials in a city where another carni- 
val was to show, that a certain law was 
on their statute books and for them to 
dig it up and sting the carnival coming 
in. This shows the brotherly love ex- 
isting in the carnival business. Not long 
after this incident the same law was 
slapped on the carnival citing the law 
to the State officials and the show was 
closed up after one night exhibiting and 
left the city. The law is still on the 
books and, with any sort of a united ef- 
fort by the carnival managers, it could 
be taken off. 

I have talked with carnival managers 
who have their shows motorized and in 
the majority of cases they seem to think 


other features entering into the carnival 

game which had to be met in a one- 

sided contract entirely unfair to the 

showman.

Thugs Obtain 
$9,000 in Cash 


Holdup occurs in Phila- 
del phia—Rairden, Cutshall 
and Rooney the victims 


PHILADELPHIA, June 17.—Three men 
held up employees of the Hagenbeck- 
Wallace Circus shortly after 8:45 a.m. 
on Wednesday and grabbed a bag con- 
taining nearly $9,000 in cash. They then 
fled in an auto stolen from the holdup 
victims. An hour later the car was 
found abandoned at 59th and Carpenter 
streets, with the gear-shift knob re- 
moved. On Thursday morning local po- 
lice captured two suspects. 


Circus officials said “practically all” of 
the stolen money was covered by insur- 
ance. It was first announced the ban- 
dits obtained between $5,000 and 37,000, 
but a later checkup revealed it was 
nearly $9,000. 


The robbery occurred in the freight 
yards of the Pennsylvania Railroad, 
south of Market street and just west 
of Cobbs Creek, which marks the Phila- 
delphia city limit. Walter Rairden, 
George Cutshall and Gerald Rooney were 
leaving the circus dining car on their 
way to deposit the money in a local 
bank. The circus was here June 12-14, 
showing at 68th and Market streets, Jess 
than five blocks from the scene of the 
holdup. 

Upper Darby police said that the cir- 
cus men were about to step into an auto 
when the bandits suddenly ran toward 
them frem behind aramp in a coal yard 
adjoining the freight yards. One of them 
pointed his gun at a group of other 
circus employees in the yard and warned 
them away while the others quickiy dis- 
armed the guards, took the money, en- 
tered the auto and drove away. A shot 
was fired as a warning to pursuers. 

Curiously, one of the victims, Rairden, 
also was one of those robbed in another 
holdup, which occurred 10 years ago in 
Vancouver, Can., on the Sells-Floto Cir-

Bill passed by House of 
Michigan would cut truck 


trains to 60 feet

LANSING, Mich., June 17.—Maximum 
length of truck trains would be limited 
to 60 feet under the McNitt-Kellog bill 
recently passed by the House of Repre- 
sentatives. Trucks would be permitted 
to haul only one trailer and a tractor 
would be permitted to draw Only one 
semi-trailer under the ruling. 

The over-all length was fixed at 96 
inches, but an additional six inches 
would be allowed if solid-tired trucks 
were placed on pneumatics. Maximum 
length for busses would be 35 feet, an 
increase of two feet. 


Speeds of heavy trucks and trailers of 
more than two tons and less than nine 
would be limited to 35 miles an hour, 
while trucks more than nine tons would 
be cut to 25 miles an hour.

“I would like to say that his idea is all 
right, but that a hand-played organ or 
the proper kind of amplified music wili 
answer the purpose just as well, and in 
some cases better, if they are properly 
installed. 

“I know of rinks that have replaced 
a band with a hand-plaeyed organ and 
it produced much better results. It 
takes a six-piece band or more to be 
heard over the noises of a rink, where 
an organ operated by one person can 
build up its volume loud enough to 
represent a 100-piece band. An organ 
pays for itself in one year by the in- 
crease in business it brings and reduc- 
ing expenses by eliminating five or more 
names from the rink payroll. 

“For a small-town rink that cannot 
afford a band or a hand-played organ, 2 
good amplifying equipment with the 
right kind of records is far better than 
any other mechanical music. I have 
been connected with rinks and have 
used almost everything possible for mu- 
sic since 1915.” 


SKATERS who walked in the 50,000- 
meter (31 miles 125 yards) AAU walking 
marathon, sponsored by the Junior 
Chamber of Commerce in Cincinnati on 
June 11, showed their skill at long- 
distance walking as well as skating, even 
tho the skaters did not come in first.

DETROIT, June 17—Abandonment of 
the State fairgrounds in Detroit and 
Sale of the property as soon as it can 
be made to produce $2,350,000 have 
been recommended to the Legislature. 

Retention of only sufficient buildings 
to house at some future date a Greater 
Michigan Industrial Exposition, as a 
joint city-State enterprise, was urged by 
a committee of the 1931 Legislature, 
Which has devoted two years to the 
study. 

legislative approval of the recom- 
mendation would balk plans discussed 
by this administration to establish run- 
ning horse races and pari-mutuel bet- 
ting at the fairgrounds mile track as @ 
revenue-producing diversion. 


Deficit Exceeds $300,000 


The committee decided that State 
fairs such as have been connducted in 
Detroit annually for more than half a 
century, with only one previous break, 
cannot meet expenses, despite State sub- 
sidies which last year amounted to $54,- 
000 and which were canceled this year 
as an economy move. The 1931 exposi- 
tion added $3,400 to the overdraft, 
which has grown to $316,142, records 
show. 

As an alternative the committee rec- 
ommends that, when normal economic

Many of the “kinks” in the fair are 
being straightened out and it looks as 
if everything will be running along 
smoothly by the time real summer 
crowds begin to come. There is con- 
siderable ccnstruction of various sorts 
still going on. Hollywood is not en- 
tirely complete, but soon will be; the 
Chinese have been busy during the week 
completing their elaborate displays and 
work is still being done on some of the 
foreign buildings. 

Major Lenox R. Lohr, general manager 
of the fair, states that reports coming 
to him of railroad travel are very 
gratifying. Travel from the East, South. 
west and West is heavy, he said, but so 
far there has been little movement from 
the Northwest. There have been numer- 
ous stopovers on Atlantic to Pacific 
Coasts tickets. Reduced rates for week- 
end excursions brought over 200 extra 
pullman cars into Chicago on Sunday. 


The Rolleo, one of the attractions at 
the far south end of the grounds, fea- 
tires log rolling and other Western 
water sports.

Jack Knife Ben’s place; Gold Gulch 
Self-Cocker, newspaper office; Dutch 
Charlie’s Feed Store, a town hall and 
various other features. The place is or- 
ganized as a village, with mayor, judge, 
sheriff, coroner and other officials, and 
there are shootings, trials and other 
atmospheric carryings-on for edification 
of visitors. A glance at the personnel of 
the village reads like a combined roster 
of the Sells-Ploto Circus, the Double XX 
Wild West and all of the rep companies 
that used to be. Names of stock and rep 
people working in the camp will be 
found in a story in another section of 
this issue. Of the Wild West people 
there are Tex Cooper, who is sheriff; 
Curly and Lucille Roberts; Shorty, Vic 
and Leonard Grugan; Joe Lawson, Junior 
Cogwell, Ed Davis, Bill Keene, George 
Pitman, Billy Hammond, Roy Larson, 
Chief Sky Eagle and family, James B. 
Hawk, Johnny Akers, Jack Wright, Jack 
Sullivan and troupe, Tex Slim Collins, 
Montana Bell, Hub Duncan, from Tama 
Indian Reservation; Buck Garner, 
“Horse” McMillan, Burgess Staff, Levi 
Garrett, Cheyenne Mary and _ several 
others; while from Sells-Ploto there are, 
among others, Homer and Herbert Hob- 
son, who have the recreation parlor;

The per- 
sonnel changes frequently and it is 
probable that new faces have been added 
since the foregoing was written and 
some of those mentioned may have been 


replaced. At any rate, showmen from 
any branch of the amusement field are 
likely to find someone whom they know 
working in the camp. 


Fred S. Millican, one of the pioneer 
carnival men of the country, has The 
Great Beyond near the 39th street en- 
trance. He has used some of the old 
illusion and trick ideas of an almost 
forgotten era, dressed them up until 
they are entirely new to the present 
generation and has framed a show that 
gives the visitor plenty of laughs and 
perhaps a few shivers. The old familiar 
coffin illusion is used; then there is a 
trip thru Hades, followed by a glimpse 
of the celestial regions, all very nicely 
presented. 


A live spot on the midway is the Dance 
Ship, a dine and dance place built to 
represent two decks of a ship.

Game Fight To Stage a Comeback 


Is on at Akron’s Summit Beach 


AKRON, June 17. — Summit Beach 
Park, a few years ago known as “Akron’s 
Million-Dollar Playground,” is staging a 
game fight to regain its standing among 
leading amusement parks of this area 
after more than a year of litigation 
which ended with the park being re- 
turned to owners of the land, Mrs. Mar- 
garet Newman and Leo Maytnier. Court 
action closed the park before end of the 
1932 season. 


With its midway depleted and many 
concessions and rides removed, Frank 
Manchester, who piloted the resort for 
the old Summit Beach Park Company, 
has been placed at the helm and is mak- 
ing rapid strides toward resumption of 
normal operation. He was manager in 
1918-’23 and invested heavily in several 
ventures within the park. 

With most attractions operating and 
90 per cent of concessions leased, the 
park resumed operations on Decoration 
Day and since then has been experienc- 
ing fair business. Former department 
heads identified with the park have 


been engaged, among them being H. W. 
Perry, ballroom manager; Ed Latshaw, 
manager of Crystal Pool; Ernest Coe, in 
charge of maintenance, and several vet- 
eran concessioners, including “Larry” 
Larrimore. 


Inability of the land owners to agree 
on a general plan of operation has re- 
sulted in the park being operated as 
two separate units. Section owned by 
Mrs. Newman, comprising about five 
acres, is being operated as “Playland.” 
On this is located the spacious ball- 
room, Crystal Pool, Merry-Go-Round 
and several other rides. 

On the part owned by Maytnier, of 
greater area, has been Opened a beer 
garden, Club Casino. His plot also in- 
cludes Aerial Swings, Bug, Old Mill, Pen- 
ny Arcade: “The Pippin.” high ride: 
pony track and concessions. He has 
built an open-air roller rink. 

That the park is operating is a sur- 
prise to park men in this section, since 
the outlook for it a year ago was so un- 
certain.

Pool Whirl 


By Nat A. Tor——

There are only a few pool operators 
who know the swimming business. 
That’s a rash statement to make, but, 
lest there be a misunderstanding, let 
me hasten to add that I said the swim- 
ming business and not the pool business. 

For most pool men know the ins and 
outs of their tanks. They know how 
to refill a pool. They know how to stop 
a leakage when one occurs. And they 
know how to fix different things on the 
beach. But they don’t know the sport 
of swimming. 

Ask the majority of pool operators the 
names of different swimmers and they 
are at a loss to answer. Of course, they 
know who Johnny Weismuller is and 
Helene Madison and a few others, but 
their aquatic knowledge doesn’t go be- 
yond that. As for existing records of 
certain distances and the past perform- 
ances of different swimmers, the average 
pool manager or owner doesn’t know. 

Compare this ignorance on the part 
of pool men with the knowledge of 
tennis court operators, golf course man- 
agers and theater owners in their fields 
and you'll note a startling difference. 
As a rule the tennis court operator can 
reel off at a moment’s notice a list of 
net champions, and the golf amusement 
man can do the same with stars in that 
sport. The theater manager can tell the 
names of legitimate and movie stars 
from way back when, but when it comes 
to those in the pool industry, lack of 
interest and, as a result, lack of knowl- 
edge are displayed. 

Pool men should take more interest 
in the sport of swimming. Just as im- 
portant as it is for one in this business 
to study up on water sanitation, chlori- 
nation and filtration—so it is equally 
necessary to know the whys and where- 
fores of the sport. 

Study the history of swimming. Learn 
the various types of swimming instruc- 
tions in use. And keep up with reports 
of competitive results. 

If this were done pool operators 
wouldn't be duped into ‘hiring phony 
exhibitionists. There are so many so- 
called amateur and professional cham- 
pions going about, claiming they hold 
this and that record, that tank man- 
agers are continually being fooled, and 
unconsciously in turn they are swin- 
dling their patrons. 

Therefore if, as you read this, you 
can’t truthfully recite to yourself the 

_ Bames of different swim stars and if 
yon don't know the various records start 
learning at once. It isn’t necessary for 
you to become a walking encyclopedia 
of aquatic facts. Just brush up on your 
swim knowledge in general and be sure 
you have the necessary record books on 
hand in your office so that you can 
consult them when occasion arises. In 
other words, know swimming if you 
want to make a success at selling it. 


During the hot spell in New York 
City and its environs on June 9 and 10 
all outdoor pools reported record-break- 
ing attendances, and the Jerome Cas- 
cades, Bronx, completely sold out on the 
10th. Even Park Central indoor pool, 
Manhattan, turned them away during 
that torrid siege, the writer being un- 
able to get a locker at that inclosed 
natatorium when he visited it on the 
night of June 9. There was such an 
influx of children business at all pools 
that most of them doubled up on 
lockers, & most unusual practice for so 
early in the season. Here’s hoping the 
thermometer stays up! 


To continue with Peejay Ringen’s dis- 
cussion of Luna Park, Milano, Italy, as 
extracted from an interesting letter re- 
ceived recently by this department from 
Ringen, now in Cairo, Egypt: “Chang- 
ing of the water in the five-acre Luna 
Pool, Milano, Italy, is done every 10 
days and is entirely renewed. In talk- 
ing the matter over regarding filters, 
the management told me that to empty 
the pool and refill it costs approximately 
$50 each filling. One day is lost at each 
filling, but on these days a smaller pool 
adjacent to this is used. Usually after 
the third day in the large pool the water 
used to turn a mossy green, in spite of 


the fact that it was 98 per cent pure. 
After the third day at least 50 gallons 
of chlorine were put into the pool, with 
no effect on its color. : 

*What might be interesting to some 
American managers of pools is that 


when they ‘have a rea] rush over here 
at any pool they do not know how to 
handle the veople. .For instance, the 
above-mentioned pool can accommodate 
3,000 people with lockers, yet I have seen 
them turn away thousands on a number 
of days because they just don’t care to 
build new lockers to take care of the 
rush. As there is an empty building 
right next to the pool that could hold 
at least 3,000 more small lockers, I sug- 
gested to the manager that he put in 
lockers in the vacant space. He only 
started doing this when I left, and I 
couldn’t convince him that people 
would go for the basket-checking sys- 
tem for clothes as used in the States. 

“If some good manager from the 
States would come over ‘here and teach 
the managers how the American pools 
are run I am sure that it would be to 
his advantage. For building fine pools 
they know their stuff, but when it 
comes to managing them it’s another 
question. This applies to practically all 
the pools over here.” 

Conclusion of Peejay’s letter on for- 
eign pools will ve in the next issue. 


Increasing popularity of bathing 
trunks instead of full suits for men, as 
reported here before, is causing much 
commotion in swimming ranks. Pool 
owners don’t know what to do about it. 
Some of their patrons insist upon trunk 
swimming; others claim it’s immoral 
and demand that the operators bar it at 
tanks. Now I understand the American 
Red Cross has even been pushed into 
the cauldron, with officials scratching 
their heads on the matter. It seems 
since it became the fad to wear only 
trunks life-savers at pools and beaches 
where this is permissible have been 
wearing their Red Cross insignia on the 
trunks, on the left side of the thigh. 
Ah, but the Red Cross official rule books 
state that the wearing of its insignia 
anywhere except on the chest of the 
bathing suit is improper. And so Red 
Cross authorities, as well as pool men, 
are puzzled. 


As this week’s exploitation hint pool 
operators and pool press agents are 
urged to send their releases and to time 
their press stunts so that the pool is 
mentioned in the papers on Thursday or 
Friday. In this way, besides institu- 
tional advertising of the pool’s name, 
the tank has a good opportunity of 
drawing direct business because of the 
publicity. When an article about the 
pool appears in the papers just before 
the week-end it has, oh, so much more 
value than when it appears on Monday 
or Tuesday. For it’s on the Thursdays 
and Fridays that one makes up his 
mind what to do over the week-end, and 
you have no idea, but it has been proved 
by advertising statistical records that 
just the mention of the pool’s name in 
the papers on those days can suggest to 
Persons to come to the pool on Saturday 
and Sunday.

These warm days are giving bathing 
pools the chance they have long desired. 
Not since many of them came into 
existence have they enjoyed such favor- 
able weather in June. If this is rounded 
out with a good July and August the 
worth of a pool will be fully demon- 
strated. Then all pool supplies and 
equipment will have a new and vigorous 
demand. 


The fight in New York City between 
the two Maxes shows the better times. 
It was no championship contest that 
drew a quarter of a million dollar gate. 
Had it been for the championship belt 
the crowd would have doubled in num- 
ber. The freer circulation of money is 
here demonstrated. What is clear to us 
is that when interest is aroused the 
money is available 


This spring demonstrated the worth 
and courage of Rex D. Billings. Under 
most unfavorable conditions he opened 
Luna Park, Coney Island, on scheduled 
time. Anyone can do things when un- 
limited money is supplied and an abun- 
dance of time is available, but Rex had 
only $5,000 and three weeks of time to 
paint that large place and do all other 
work necessary to open. 


Park Men in Adversity 


Add to this the broadcasting of the 
news that the place was going into 
bankruptcy, and one gets some measure 
of the obstacles confronting this park 
manager from Youngstown, 


George F. Schott aud his son, with the 
Ohio River flood inundating Coney Is- 
land, Cincinnati, and Rex Billings, im- 
mersed in a bankrupt park with only 
$5,000 with which to do about $25,000 
worth of work, give us the setting 
of two instances where courageous effort 
overcame real handicaps. 


These men have our profound respect. 
Billings had no financial interest in the 
park. It would have been easy to stop 
and leave all the trouble to others. He 
has made a new:place for himself in 
the industry by not deserting his post. 
After all, it is adversity that makes men. 

Members of the Manufacturers’ Divi- 
sion are soon to receive from the secre- 
tary’s office sample contracts drawn to 
meet statutory requirements of the sev- 
eral States.

for all States except Colorado, Louisiana, 
Michigan, Missouri, Ohio, Pennsylvania, 
Virginia and Washington. 


With the Barnum Touch 


A careful study of these various forms 
shows that all thought of one standard 
contract is useless until the States can 
agree on uniform laws protecting the 
sale of personal property. These agree- 
ments were all up to the minute when 
drawn, but there is no assurance of 
their validity now and surely none when 
you come to use them, unless the condi- 
tions in the State involved are looked 
up by competent authority. 


Some of the forms submitted by our 
members, with which they claim to have 
been successful were perhaps never used 
in sOme States at all and in others never 
brought into question. A team of horses 
could be driven thru one of the sub- 
mitted contracts in at least four States 
of the Union. 


All of this work has been done, not to 
invoke debate, but only to protect the 
best interests of our manufacturers and 
to awaken them from a false sense of 
security which a contract valid for their 
own State has produced. 


A showman is one who can success- 
fully keep the people informed of what 
he has to offer and do it so effectively 
that he draws their patronage with 
profit. In this sense an amusement 
park executive can be and often is a 
showman. 

We have always been fortunate enough 
to have with us someone with a real 
touch of the Barnum in him. The late 
George C. Tilyou was such a one. The 
present day gives us John T. Benson, of 
wild-animal fame. His wild-animal farm 
is rapidly becoming nationally known.

conditions return, Michigan establish in 
Detroit a purely industrial show, and 
at some new south, central location an 
exposition of rural agricultural life simi- 
lar to the Pennsylvania Farm Show, 
conducted in Harrisburg with marked 
success in recent years. 

Only two members of the investigat- 
ing group are members of the present 
Legislature, Representatives Miles M. 
Callaghan and Edward G. Burleson, and 
the report was presented by the former. 
Other members were former Representa- 
tives Oscar C. Hull, Detroit; William F. 
Jahnke, Saginaw, and Claude W. Coates, 
Munising. 


Doubt Ability To Pay 


The report develops that against the 
$1,000,000 issue of State fair bonds the 
State has accumulated a sinking fund 
of $470,245, the annual debt service re- 
quirement being $89,000. Doubts are 
expressed that the fair ever will be able 
to pay off this debt. 

It suggests that disposition of the fair 
property await a time when it will wipe 
out this net indebtedness, $530,000; 
eliminate the $316,000 overdraft and 
produce a minimum of $1,500,000 to be 
used in financing establishment of @ 
new State farm show. 

Committees to study both such a farm 
exposition and also a Detroit industrial 
show are suggested. 

Altho Upper Peninsula State Pair, Es- 
canaba, has accumulated an overdraft of 
$102,000, largely representing capital 
outlay, and has shown no profit since it 
was established in 1927, despite sub- 
stantial State aid, the committee urges 
its continuance as an agricultural expo- 
sition whenever the treasury will per- 
mit.

stake for colts of that age. Calumet 
Delco greatly impressed Eastern fol- 
lowers in his first engagement out of 
his home State. 


Parshall Loses Josedale 


The 2-year-old trotting star turned 
up in Sturdy, 2, 2:12%, the colt that 
Trainer Harry Brusie, Hartford, Conn., 
bought at the New York sale last fall 
for $160, took south with him the past 
winter and turned him into a likely 
looking youngster, to be sold for some- 
thing over $2,000 when he returned 
north with his stable this spring. He 
is a son of Walnut Hall’s farm Guy 
Axworthy, 4, 2:08%, and looks like one 
of the coming stars of the year. “All of 
the leading stables of the East are fol- 
lowing the well-known Eastern Cir- 
cuit, and present indications are that 
Eastern followers are in for the greatest 
season of racing in a long time. 


Harness horse followers everywhere 
learned with much regret the sudden 


passing of the noted trotting stallion, 
Josedale, 2:01%, trotting star of the 
Doc Parshall stables, of Urbana, O.

No sooner 
had Hugh Grant Rowell, M. D., promi- 
nent circus fan, read the item than he 
began pecking away at his typewriter 
in defense of the circus, the addressee 
being the: president of the Lions’ Club. 
And what sound argument the Doctor 
gave him! Listen to this: 

“I inclose a piece of publicity in to- 
night’s Tarrytown Daily News, which, 
as a friend and admirer of service or- 
ganizations and their good sense and 
sound judgment, I wish to call to your 
attention, since you will undoubtedly 
wish to deny it. 

“The clipping states that your or- 
ganization canceled an arrangement for 
sponsoring some organized circus, under 
the auspices of your welfare fund, and 
have planned to stage a benefit movie 
instead—basis, taking money out of 
town. 

“I am sure you want to correct this, 
as no sane-thinking group would cancel 
a circus and turn to a movie to keep 
money from going out of town. Almost 
any amusement except an amateur per- 
formance staged and run entirely local- 
ly sends money out of town. So do 
your grocers, your bakers, your candle- 
stick makers. In fact, if it were not 
so there would be nO commerce. We 
would still be in the barter stage. 

“It has been my privilege to know 
more about circuses than many because 
of contacts I have had for some years 
thru membership in fan organizations, 
model making and writing. The argu- 
ment you are supposed to have used 
is one of the oldest and most discounted 
wheezes and I am sure your reasons 
for cancellation were otherwise. In 
justice to yourselves you ought to so 
state. 

“If you doubt my statement, what is 
the difference between the wholesale- 
delivered price of any article and the 
retail, as sold in your community. What 
percentage of his take does your movie 
man send out of town? What moneys 
does the circus leave in town, with 
auspices’ percentage and purchases for 
the day?”

Babe Kaufman, who arrived in Chicago via the United Air Lines at 2:15 p.m. June 
14. Mrs. Babe Kaufman is known thruout the coin-machine industry as “America’s 
only woman jobber” and the company which she heads has become one of the 


most talked of distributing firms in the trade in less than a year. 


Mrs. Kaufman 


enjoyed the new fast plane service of 4 hours and 30 minutes recently inaugurated 


between New York and Chicago. “It’s 
a wonderful age and a wonderful serv- 
ice,” she said on arriving at the Chicago 
Municipal Airport. “I went to my office 
this morning, took care of the morning 
mail, left instructions about the busi- 
ness and now I’m in Chicago in time 
for lunch.” Then the lady who during 
recent months had astounded the auto- 
matic industry by winning a bet that 
she could sell 2,500 pin games when 
there was talk everywhere of poor busi- 
ness settled into conversation concern- 
ing the trade. 

“I'm here for business and not 
pleasure and will only stay two or three 
days. I have a number of plans which 
will be nade public efter I have con- 
ferred with a number of manufacturers 
that are located here. The coin-machine 
business is past the boom period and 
today those who want business have to 
go after it.” Her list of conferences, 
arranged within two hours after arriv- 
ing in Chicago, included all the leading 
manufacturers of pin games and other 
amusement devices in Chicago. She ex- 
plained that she was now operating 128 
slots and had this week purchased sev- 
eral more of this type of machine. 

“T think the pin games are due for a 
big increase in business in the fall,” she 
said, “and I’m looking forward to it as 
a needed tonic to the business. We really 
Need a new machine to start the fall off 
with a vim, something that is a winner. 
Conditions in the trade at present are 
such that all the pants pressers, grocery 
clerks and others who had entered the 
operating business are getting jobs and 
will leave the operating field to the men 
who know the business and will invest 
money in it. The small operator is ap- 
parently going back to work at some- 
ibing else as fast as jobs open up. 

“There is a big change in the jobbing 
field also. Each week any number of 
jobbing offices are closing in the East 
and the brench office movement has 
proved to be unprofiitable. Trade con- 
ditions are getting settled so that there 
will be real distributors in the field who 
can handle quantities of machines. 
Prices are so low that the distributor 
does not have enough margin to enable 
him to render a real and permanent 
service to the operator. The days of 
easy business are over and the manu- 
facturer should look for distributors 
that know how to get business. I have 
sold machines when they were hard to 
sell and I’m looking forward to the fall 
season when I can carry 2 half page or 
full page of advertising. That’s what 
I'd like to do” 

Emphasizing belief in better prices 
and a big upturn in business as the fall 
season opens, “America’s only woman 
jobber” went straight for a conference 
with one of the leading pin-game 
manufacturers.

Penny Ciggie Vender 
About Ready for Ops 


CHICAGO, June 17-—A. B. Cunning- 
ham, of the W. H. Block Company, 
Kenosha, Wis., was here this week 
showing a model of the new penny 
cigaret vender developed and patented 
by the Block firm. According to Mr. 
Cunningham, the machine will be man- 
ufactured in Kenosha and facilities are 
about ready for production to begin. 


The new machine provides for vending 
a single cigaret upon the deposit of a 
penny from a carton which contains 100 
cigarets. The machine is in an upright 
cabinet and can either be attached to 
the wall or set on counter. The mechan- 
ism of the vender is an entirely new 
and original development, including the 
coin chute itself. The handle and a 
magnet used in the coin chute are said 
to be the only stock parts used in the 
entire machine. The coin chute is con- 
structed to refuse many types of slugs. 

Further Gevelopments are being carried 
out to complete a model of the vender 
which will dispense a special holder with 
each cigaret. The marketing of the 
machine at first will be made in a few 
large cities thru salesmen who will sell 
to operators who want to enter a spe- 
cialized business. The manufacturers 
feel that the operation of the machine 
is a specialty and will appeal to men 
who want that type of business. 


Royal Firm in St. Louis 


ST. LOUIS, June 17.—The Royal Vend- 
ing Machine Company, newest Jobbing 
house of coin machines in this city, 
opened here this week at 1700-02 Biddle 
street. Jack Rosenfeld, formerly with 
the Besser Novelty Company, and Max 
Lipschitz, owner of the St. Louis Bottle 
Company, are the owners and managers 
of the new firm. In addition to jobbing 
all styles of coin machines, the frm 
also will carry a complete line of 
premiums.

The Globe Vend- 
ing Company and the Eastern Machine 
Exchange also have expressed them- 
selves as being highly pleased with the 
machines. 


Summer Means Opportunity To 
Push Victory for Pin Games 


By Silver Sam 


T LEAST six manufacturers have 
told me within the last 10 days 
that they could not fill present or- 

Gers, altho extra shifts and other meth- 
ods were being used to step up produc- 
tion. From all appearances these state- 
ments are true A number of jobbers 
have also confirmed the fact that they 
could not get machines as fast as de- 
sired. Pin games and counter machines 
seem to constitute the bulk of this 
strong demand. 

Undoubtedly an improvement in 
general business is making itself felt in 
the steady demand for modern pin 
games. Altho the pin games profited 
in the beginning apparently from the 
fact that a depression was on, it has 
been urged in this publication for more 
than a year that pin games had every- 
thing to gain by a return of more spend- 
ing change in the pockets of the people. 

he opening of beer locations also has 
had a favorable effect in the demand for 
pin games. 

There are so many possibilities in the 
future of the pin games that their suc- 
cess is of general interest to the coin- 


machine trade at all times. The sum- 
mer season offers a period for construc- 
tive effort in augmenting the present in- 
creasing demand for these machines, as 
well as other amusement devices. The 
federul court decision in Texas estab- 
lished a remarkable precedent as to the 
skill features of the pin games. It has 
been apparent from the beginning that 
pin games could win in court on the 
fact of skill being incorporated in the 
very principle of pin games. Every now 
and then players are found who can 
demonstrate to any court that there is 
enough ski!l in a pin game so that a 
person can actually develop efficiency 
in playing the machines. The federal 
court décision in Texas clearly estab- 
lished the legality of the machines be- 
fore the law, a victory that has been 
needed for these many months by the 
trade. 

The circuit court decision in Ken- 
tucky followed the Texas precedent by 
verifying the skill features of the pin 
games and going a big step further to 
declare in favor of the legality of prizes

Most speakers at CMMA 
dinner favor new 3-cent 
coin to help machines

CHICAGO, June 17.—About 30 repre- 
sentatives of Chicago manufacturing 
concerns met in a call meeting of the 
CMMaA last night, with Babe Kaufman, 
of New York, and W. H. Street, of Lon- 
don, as honor guests. Lee S. Jones 
presided, and a table loaded with food 
and 3.2 welcomed all present as the 
opener. Altho Mr. Jones announced 
that the meeting was for fun and fel- 
lowship, some lively discussions on trade 
problems followed the dinner. 

Babe Kaufman was introduced and 
she responded with a few statements 
about trade conditions in New York. 
Mr. Street was also introduced and he 
applied some English wit to American 
coin-machine problems. He was also 
elected the first honorary member of 
the CMMA. Mr. Street explained the 
semi-automatic system now being tried 
out with pin games in England. Pin 
games are placed in batteries, the chutes 
removed, and an attendant receives the 
player’s coins. By this plan it has been 
possible to raise the playing fee to six 
cents per game, he said. With merchan- 
dise prizes this plan will be quite suc- 
cessful, he thinks. Mr. Street is a mem- 
ber of Street’s Automatics, Inc., a firm 
that employs about 500 people and 
manufactures machines, as well as op- 
erates extensively. 

Discussion started off to a good pace 
when a motion was made for a com- 
mittee to take up the matter of having 
a three-cent coin with proper legislative 
authorities. Several speakers expressed 
approval of a new coin of three-cent

New Mayor May Indicate 
New Policy for Games 


MINNEAPOLIS, June 17.—A_ voters’ 
shakeup of the city government oc- 
curred in the city election held Monday 
of this week. Five aldermen were re- 
tired, as well as the mayor. A. G. Bain- 
bridge, the new mayor, will go into of- 
fice on July 3 and there will be the 
usual questions about the attitude of 
the new mayor toward all types of coin 
machines. The present chief of police 
is not expected to continue in Office, 
and a new chief must be selected. 

The new mayor is 48 years old, and his 
whole life story is interwoven with the 
show business. He got his first taste 
of the show world by joining a circus 
at the age of 17. He spent six seasons 
with Barnum & Bailey and had several 
winters in Chicago in the theatrical pro- 
fession. The Bainbridge Players, a stock 
company, is nationally known. A pub- 
lic works program, a drive to advertise 
the city, reduced utility rates, are high 
spots in Mr. Bainbridge’s program. This 
is his first venture in politics. Certain 
types of coin machines; including the 
pin games, were frequently disturbed 
under the previous administration. Op- 
erators who were not specially interested 
in the election seem to think that their 
machines will fare better under the new 
regime. 


Ford Avoids Patents So 
Country Can Use Ideas 


DETROIT, June 17.—The Ford Motor 
Company, in its new type of advertising, 
which is in the form of a letter to the 
public over the signature of Henry Ford, 
touched on the question of patents in 
the letter dated June 13. 

“It is my 40th year at the same job. 
I made my first engine in 1893, and it 
still runs. This is the engine that won 
the Selden Patent Suit—which took the 
motor car Out of the exclusive class and 
opened the automobile industry to hun- 
dreds of manufacturers who started dur- 
ing the last 30 years. 

“Altho we created the automobile 
market we have never thought it was 
good for anyone to monopolize it. We 
have always believed that before busi- 
ness could be good for one it must be 
good for all. Our discoveries and im- 
provements have always been open to 
other manufacturers without patent re- 
strictions.” 
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Invitation to Inventors Is 
Thrust at Summer Dullness 


Pioneer pin game manufacturer issues public invitation 
to inventors to bring in new ideas—recalls royalty pay- 
ments on games that were once talk of the town 


CHICAGO, June 17.—With three new games recently announced and others 
in the hold, Ray Moloney, president of the Bally Manufacturing Company, issued 
a significant statement this week concerning the search for new ideas in the 


amusement machine field. 


It was in announcing to the public the liberal royalty 


policy of the Bally firm that the history of some of the Bally machines was called. 
The early success of Ballyhoo was recalled, and the royalty paid on this machine 


was the talk of the town for many months, 


the announcement by the popular young 
head of the Bally firm comes at an op- 
portune time to stir up considerable in- 
terest in the inventive minds of the 
trade, as the rising market of the fall 
Season is not far ahead. It is felt also 
that the management is taking a pro- 
gressive cue from “big business,” since 
it is recalled that General Motors once 
used big advertising space to appeal to 
the general inventive public for new 
ideas. It may mean also that the Bally 
firm, cne of the pioneer manufacturers 
of pin games, is planning to survey the 
wide field of amusement machine ideas 
and enter the fall market with whatever 
types of machines seem best suited to 
present conditions. 


“We get our games from the kind of 
people who play them—plain, every- 
day citizens,” Mr. Moloney stated in ex- 
plaining his announcement, “which 
should mean that they appeal to all 
types of players, young and old.” 

“Many people,” he continued, “imagine 
that we have some kind of studio where 
master minds sit and figure out Tew 
ideas for games. Of course, we do have 
our development department for the 
purpose of perfecting ideas submitted to 
us, but for the most part the ideas are 
brought to us by people who have heard 
of our royalty plan. Some of these peo- 
ple have been operators, and I might add 
that we welcome ideas from operators, 
because the experienced operator is 
usually a good judge of what will appeal 
to the public. Many of the originators 
of Bally games, however, have been peo- 
ple who have had no previous experience 
in the coin machine field. 


“We probably attract an especially 
large Number of this type, because it is 
well known around the country that 
Bally will give every idea a hearing and 
careful consideration, no matter how 
sketchy or undeveloped it may be. It 
is also common knowledge that we have 
always been more than fair in the matter 
of royalties. In the first place, our 
royalty arrangement is always generous. 
In the second place, we pay the royalty 
even tho it turns out that the idea re- 
quires a great deal of costly experimental 
work before it is ready for the market. 
And we continue to pay the royalty 
even when the machine is widely imi- 
tated. We are proud of the fact that we 
have never been involved in a lawsuit 
in connection with royalties on our 
games. 

“As a result of our policy, I venture 
to say that we produce more machines 
on a royalty basis than any other manu- 
facturer in the field. It costs us a good 
deal of money, of course. Our royalty 
payments for 1933, for example, have 
already run into thousands of dollars, 
and our 1932 royalties reached what is 
generally conceded to be an all-time 
peak in the pin game field. But we find 
that it pays. It insures originality and 
brings us ideas from the best possible 
source—the average man, the fellow who 
is representative of the game-playing 
public. 

“Some of our most successful games 
have been developed from the crudest 
kind of models. Others have been pre- 
sented merely as diagrams roughly drawn 
on paper. We have even taken a mere 
written outline of an idea and worked 
it up into a popular hit. 

“The royalty paid in each case, of 
course, varies, depending on the novelty 
of the game, but in every case where the 
machine runs into volume the originator 
collects a nice piece of money.

Small Appropriation To 
Investigate Racketeers 


WASHINGTON, June 17.—Investiga- 
tion into racketeering by the Federal 
Government was ordered this week by 
a vote of the Senate, and it is under- 
stood that the work will get under way 
almost immediately. 

Senator Copeland, Democrat, New 
York, author of the resolution author- 
izing the inquiry and chairman of the 
subcommittee in charge of it, an- 
nounced the investigation would be first 
directed at racketeering in New York, 
Detroit and Chicago, and in its inter- 
state operations. 

Copeland said as soon as Congress ad- 
journed he would confer with law en- 
forcement officials in New York City with 
regard to the situation, and that Sena- 
tors Vanderberg, Republican, Michigan, 
and Murphy, Democrat, Iowa, the other 
subcommittee members: would consult 
with officials of Detroit and Chicago, re- 
spectively. 

After these preliminary inquiries, 
Copeland said, the subcommittee would 
get together, assemble its data, and open 
hearings probably in the fall. 

An appropriation of $10,000 was pro- 
vided by the Senate for the investigation 
and the committee will have the co- 
operation of the justice department.

Propose Tax To Defeat 
Old Cigaret Injunction 


LOS ANGELES, June 17.—The much- 
discussed Rowe Vending Machine case, 
which was set for trial June 27, has 
again been postponed to come up in 
Federal Court in September. The case 
dates back to 1928, when the WCTU was 
active in denouncing the cigaret ma- 
chine as a menace. They succeeded in 
getting the city council to pass an or- 
dinance making the sale of cigarets thru 
vending machines illezal. The Rowe firm 
carried a test case to Federal Court and 
obtained an injunction to protect the 
machines until the case could be tried. 
The case has been delayed many times, 
with interest growing less each year. 


In a statement to The Billboard this 
week, A. B. Macdonell, head of the Rowe 
Operating Company in Los Angeles and 
secretary of the California Cigaret Vend- 
ing Machine Operators’ Association, 
stated that in his opinion the case would 
be definitely dismissed in the fall should 
the association be successful in putting 
thru a tax bill this summer covering 
the operation of the machines within 
the city.

NEW YORK, June 17.—A new digger 
type of machine, called the Belle Ele- 
vator, is being marketed here by the S 
& F Sales Company. This new machine, 
which shows the replica of an apartment 
house with elevator running up and 
down, is Operated by a small lever ma- 
nipulated by the player. The machine 
vends prizes and, tested on various New 
York locations, is reported to have been 
a money-maker.

Says salesmen persuade be- 
ginners to pay exorbitant 
prices for the ordinary

CHICAGO, June 17. — On returning 
from 2 recent business trip Nat Lever- 
one, head cf the Automatic Canteen 
Company, perhaps the largest distribu- 
tor in the world of candy bars solely 
thru vending machines, stated that tax- 
ation is still proving to be a very vexing 
thing for merchandising machines, but 
that in practically all cases so far this 
year the bills have been xilled in com- 
mittee. 

Mr. Leverone said that the greatest 
difficulty ir. combating confiscatory tax 
bills was in getting capable representa- 
tives to speak for the vending machine 
trade. In too many cases legislators 
gained an unfavorable impression of the 
trade as a whole because men spoke for 
the trade who were not trained in pre- 
senting the real facts of the business to 
a legislative body or committee. In 
every case, he said, where capable 
spokesmen represented the trade, it was 
possible to get a fair consideration of 
the business. The idea was not to dodge 
vaxation altogether, he said, but to get 
a fair ana just consideration for the 
types of machines and the operators 
vho made their living in the business 
when tax bills were passed. 


He also spoke at length of two specific 
cases he had met personally in which 
high-pressure salesmen are doing the 
merchandising machine business great 
harm. One of these men was selling 
peanut machines at $15 each which 
coulc be beught from reputable firms 
at $350 or $4 each in quentities. 

“I went to see one of these salesmen 
in his office,” Mr. Leverone related, “and 
I must state that the whole procedure 
was downright crooked, but at the same 
time ordezly and entirely within the 
law. It is simply a case of catching the 
unwary and almost hypnotizing them 
by a beautifully prepared sales talk and 
manuiactured statistics of the immense 
earnings to be made with vending ma- 
chines. The case I observed consisted of 
a 30-minute talk to men who had re- 
sponded to advertisements in the busi- 
ness opportunity columns of the Sun- 
day papers. All the showmanship and 
high-pressure tactics that it is possible 
to imaginc were used in this case. 

“The procedure begins with a very 
dramatic question: Would you like to 
make $25,000 a year on an investment of 
$5.000, or something like that, varying, 
I suppose, according to the apparent re- 
sources of the prospect listening. A rich 
velvet curtain concealed something on 
one side of the room, and at the proper 
time a part of this curtain was folded 
back with proper dramatic gestures and 
there were prepared charts showing the 
immense earnings to be made with vend- 
ing machines. Any Jegitimate firm will 


A Barometer 


“The eagerness with which both 
manufacturers and operators want 
to get hold of The Billboard as it 
comes out each week is due to the 
desire to get an idea of how the 
coin-machine business is going.

“It is the best thing that has ever 
happened for the coin-machine 
business, a weekly barometer that 
keeps us posted on the ups and 
downs of machines. The opinions 
of other firms are always interest- 
ing, altho they are not always 
agreeable to everybody. 1! feel that 
| can look at The Billboard each 
week and tell fairly well just how 
*ke trade is going.”—(A New York 
jobber). 


use statistics in its salesmanship, but 
statistics should at least come some- 
where within reason, and these were not. 

“Still later in the speech another part 
of the rich velvet curtain is unfolded 
dramatically and there you see the pen- 
ly peanut venders. I saw checks for 
large sums wuich indicated that the 
salesman was getting results. He had 
given me this demonstration to show 
me that he could sell machines. He 
wanted to sell the Canteen machines, 
which we price at $20 for insurance pur- 
poses, at $40 each. He would guarantee 
to sell 106,000 of them at $40 each and 
T believe he could do it.” 


Mr. Leverene stated that there was 
still confusion in the popular mind and 
even in the minds of lawmakers concern- 
ing the different types of machines. The 
lawmakers and the public are still in- 
clined to lump them all together and 
to draw their conclusions from the large 
amount of newspaper publicity given to 
slot ‘machines. He suggests that the 
merchandising machine branch of the 
trade should maintain its separate as- 
sociation, and that slot machines should 
be licensed in order to prevent the 
necessity of paying “protection” as far 
as possible. 

“Whenever anybody sees slot ma- 
chines they immediately say that some- 
boay is being paid ‘protection’ money,” 
he said, “but a license system would 
help to remove that impression.” 


One State Tries Killing 


All 


Bills as Legislature Quits 


CHICAGO, June 17.—‘The slaughter 
of a thousand bills begins at Springfield, 
Ill., this week—a slaughter unprece- 
dented in legislative history,” says one 
of the Chicago Hearst papers this week. 
“More than 1,800 bills have been intro- 
duced. Only about 150 have been passed. 
The vast majority are destined to die— 
which many claim will be just as well. 

“Before the end of the week House 
leaders are expected to move to kill all 
House bills in committee; later will 
come the motion probably to kill all 
House bills on second reading. So in the 
Senate with regard to Senate bills. The 
Assembly leaders plan to finish the ses- 
sion a week from Saturday.” 

This is the lawmaking story for just 
one State: possibly a similar story can 
be told for most of the other States 
in the Union. According to a story 
from the American Legislators’ Associa- 
tion, published in the May 27 issue of 
The Billboard, a total of 62,000 bills had 
been introduced this year in 43 States. 
Of this number it was estimated that 
thus far in 1933 a total of 7,077 new 
laws had actually been passed 

The coin-machine trade is deeply in- 
terested in this lawmaking business, 


along with every other industry. Of 
the 62,000 bills introduced this year in 
43 States quite a few of them were bills 
relating to coin machines. Fortunately, 
all the coin-machine bills, with possibly 
cne exception, have died in committee 
or are unlikely to be revived this year. 
The operators of Michigan just recently 
had a hearing before the general tax 
committee of their State Legislature and 
got the tax matter killed there. 

Members of the coin-machine trade 
will do well to study the reasons why 
unfavorable bills are frequently intro- 
Guced against coin machines. One of 
them is that a false impression of the 
earnings of all types of machines is 
often given out to the general public. 
A member of the trade who has de- 
fended vending machines against many 
threatening tax bills stated that a num- 
ber of ‘!egislative committees had clip- 
pings from articles or advertisements 
giving the big earnings to be made with 
coin machines. An article on scales 
which appeared in The Saturday Eve- 
ning Post some time ago still bobs up, 
he said.

Of Rewards 


Ohio operators may be 
able to turn tables if 
liquor Sune Heber up 


COLUMBUS, O., June 17—The Cali- 
fornia operator who offered a keg of 
beer as a high-score prize may find him- 
self bested if the liberalizing of the 
liquor laws in Ohio continues to work 
itself out. It has not yet been decided, 
however, how the high-score winner at 
the corner drug store can get a “pre- 
scription” so that a pint or half pint of 
bourbon may be awarded as a prize: 

Under the Smolka law, passed by the 
Legislature and becoming effective this 
week, druggists may dispense a pint of 
whisky every 10 days, instead of the 
mere half pint formerly. 

They may be permitted to do even 
better than that when Attorney-Gener- 
al John W. Bricker gets around to hand- 
ing down a decision. 

The decision, sought after from many 
quarters, but from none, Bricker insists, 
that are “official,” would have to do 
with the Ohio law 4s it pertains to fed- 
€ral regulations. 

When the Smolka measure was passed, 
it was intended to make the State liquor 
laws conform with Uncle Sam's, At that 
time federal regulations called for a 
limitation of a pint every 10 days, 

Since then, however, the government 
has gone further than that and thrown 
ail restrictions off. 

The attorney-general is asked to rule 
whether Ohio’s new law applied to the 
federal limitation as it was at the time 
of passage here three months ago or 
whether it applies to the federal law as 
it is now.

Texas Thinks National 

AUSTIN, Tex., June 17.—Interest in the 
larger affairs of the nation has attracted 
the attention of the lawmakers and of- 
ficials, so that coin machines are not 
likely to receive any attention during 
the remainder of the year. A special 
session of the Legislature is being urged 
to pass laws that will permit this State 
to participate fully in the benefits of the 
Industrial Control law.

The Coin Chute 


This won’t be a dull summer, what 
with Babe Kaufman flying to Chicago 
to talk about machines face to face 
with manufacturers, with jobbers shift- 
ing, trading and consolidating, with a 
big manufacturer supporting a contro- 
versial issue as a national policy, with 
another manufacturer doubling his 
plant at one stroke, with another man- 
ufacturer aNnouncing from the house 
top that he will pay good royalty for 
new ideas, etc. 


But what are the operators doing? 
Manufacturers and jobbers who are do- 
ing things usually let it be known to 
the news reporters. But operators main- 
tain silence until they get into the as- 
sociational meeting and debate big 
questions. One manufacturer told me 
that in his estimation at least 40 per 
cent of thé operators in a certain big 
city had left the business. Others have 
confirmed this estimate for other terri- 
tories. Everybody says it will be much 
better for the operators who stay and 
are equipped to go ahead. The manu- 
facturers and jobbers will have the 
biggest opportunities of their lives also 
to do a real job of selling. One manu- 
facturer said that business used to come 
to any firm that opened up, but now 
it is for those who advertise and sell 
good products. 


There is a difference in patents on 
coin machines and Ford's patents. Ford 
says he left his inventions open for 
anybody to use so that the whole coun- 
try could profit. But patents on coin 
machines cover a specialized field and 
the volume could never be large enough 
eee a field like the automobile 
rade. 


The only thing that worries me about 
patents on coin machines is that im- 
provements are often blocked when 
Someone else owns a patent on some 
essential part or contrivance. Every 
machine placed on the market can be 
improved by somebody else, but a pat- 
ent on some very small but essential 
part may tie up further improvements 
for years. A well-known case in history 
is that of the linotype machine in the 
printing industry. Origina] patents is- 
sued on the linotype tied up further 
progress for years on that type of ma- 
chine. 


If I had the power of President Roose- 
velt I would say a national pooling of 
patents is the thing. But Roosevelt 
can’t do everything, even if he did once 
try the vending machine business. A 
patent attorney is preparing an article 
for us, giving his views on certain phases 
of patents. But lawyers in that field 
have to be careful what they say if they 
expect to get more business. A patent 
lawyer must be more careful about what 
he says than an editor. 


Patents on devices relating to coin 
machines are being issued rather freely 
now. I have on my desk copies of 11 
patents that were granted recently in 
ohne week. One of them is a whopper. 
It has 39 pages of illustrations and 
covers 101 claims granted on a gum 
vending machine. No wonder it was 
from July 14, 1928, date of filing, until 
May 30, 1933, before the patent office 
could get it thru. 


I was about to say last week that a 
coin chute that would take different 
coins in the same chute and route them 
in such a way as to vend different ar- 
ticles according to the denomination of 
the coin was of no practical use in the 
coin machine business. I felt that way 
when reading the story in The Billboard 
of a patent that had been granted to 
the Bell Telephone Company. Then I 
saw the Northwestern vending machine 
that has a single chute which accepts 
either a penny or nickel and will vend 
five times as many peanuts when a 
nickel is deposited as when a penny is 
deposited. I have been told since of 
other important uses for chutes that 
operate in accordance with the denomi- 
nation of the coin deposited in a single 
chute. 


Believe it or not, this inflation busi- 
ness, if it goes far enough, May make 
money plentiful in such grand style that 
dimes wiil be rolling everywhere. Then 
we can put dime slots on penny ma- 
chines, It appears that inflation will

greatly increase the supply of silver 
coins, which means that the coin ma- 
chine business will have to find chutes 
that will accept genuine silver coins and 
reject bogus coins. I’m for inflation 
going and coming since I heard Roose- 
velt say just how little money there is 
in the world anyhow. I had always 
been under the impression that some- 
body else had my share, but now it ap- 
pears that there is Not enough real 
money in the world to transact ordinary 
business. I still claim that somebody 
else has part of mine. 

Various and sundry are the uses of 
taxation. Now it appears that the Cali- 
fornia Cigaret Venders’ Association is 
endeavoring to get the Los Angeles city 
council to pass a tax on cigaret venders. 
The purpose of this is to defeat the 
WCTU case against cigaret vending ma- 
chines that has been hanging for years. 
Operators in a number of cases have 
been able to counter against objection- 
able laws by proposing a tax or regula- 
tions made by men in the trade. 

There is a prospect under the new 
Industrial Control bill that trades and 
industries will be consulted whenever 
taxes or regulations of a particular in- 
dustry are up. It should be a principle 
of our government that the particular 
trades concerned are always consulted 
before new taxes or regulations are im- 
posed. It cannot be expected that the 
government will always follow the sug- 
gestions made by trade representatives, 
but they at least should be heard. 


The itinerant salesman is getting it 
from all sides. This type of salesman 
usually works independently, altho it 
does appear that he must have an un- 
derstanding of some kind with a manu- 
facturing concern somewhere. The trick 
card of the itinerant salesman is his 
misrepresentation of the earnings to be 
made on coin-operated machines. Men 
unacquainted with the trade are often 
easily “taken in” by statistics of what 
machines will do. In most cases the 
salesman uses vending machines, the 
humble penny peanut vender being a 
favorite. 


A subtle advertisement in the Sunday 
business opportunities column gets the 
prospects, and bright offices or a hotel 
suite form the atmosphere. A glib sales- 
man furnishes the steam pressure, and 
prepared data on the earnings of the 
machines is the ammunition. Machines 
are usually sold in lots of 50 or 100. 
Trade leaders in various parts of the 
country are warning the public against 
this type of salesman. 


There are several unfortunate phases 
to the itinerant salesman. For one 
thing, the legitimate manufacturers 
often need to send out salesmen and

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they have to stay in hotels, use statis- 
tics, etc. There are many types of ma- 
chines for which specialty operators 
must be made when they are first placed 
on the market. I am informed that 
the average operator today will not in- 
vest in any high-priced machine, so 
that manufacturers who place expensive 
de luxe types of machines on the mar- 
ket are compelled to develop their own 
operators who specialize in using a par- 
ticular machine. Heavy advertising and 
salesmen are required to find new op- 
erators and get them started with new 
type machines. The itinerant salesman 
makes it hard for the legitimate firms 
in the business. 


If bowling machines stage a popularity 
contest with other table games they 
will also bring a boost in general prices. 
All the bowling games I have examined 
for some time are in the de luxe class 
and the price is considerably higher 
than the average table game. In fact, 
the bowling games will have to do some 
stuff at earning big money on locations 
in order to get the operators in the 
habit of buying higher priced machines. 


Paul Gerber, proprietor of the Sher- 
man Hotel Playground, had not been 
seen in his pin game arcade for several 
days. It was reported that he was open. 
ing up an eating place near the World’s 
Pair. But when the news flashed over 
Chicago that Babe Kaufman was coming 
here by plane Paul dropped his work 
and beat it back to the hotel arcade.

Corporation, which was organized by the 
Fox interests several years ago and 
which owns 690,000 shares of Loew stock, 
or a majority. 

The banks sought a purchaser that 
would be acceptable to the government, 
and negotiations were finally entered 
into with the AT&T, which controls 
Western Electric, which in turn has in- 


stalled sound equipment in the majority 
of theaters in the country. 

Several weeks ago the negotiations 
had reached a point where, it is re- 
ported, the AT&T had agreed to pay 
$34 a share for the stock held by the 
securities company. This would let the 
banks out without a loss and would as- 
sure absolute control of Loew's to the 
telephone group. The decision to make 
the purchase is now practically certain 
and at the moment there are no ob- 
stacles in the way of the transfer of 
interests. 

It is logical that the AT&T should 
enter the entertainment field. Thru 
their manufacture and sale of sound 
equipment they are already involved so 
that the step to producing and ex- 
hibiting pictures is a natural follow-up. 

Just what the change of control would 
Mean to the Loew-Metro organization 
is a question. Bernstein this ye 
said that a transfer of the control 
the company would in no way affect its 
operation, and that in all probability, 
even if the switch did go thru, operation 
would continue as is. If the change 
runs true to form, however, a number 
of heads—possibly a large number—may 
be expected to roll by the wayside.

Coin Devices 
For Museum? 


* 
Opening of Rosenwald may 
revive plans for perma- 
nent exhibit of machines 


* 

CHICAGO. June 17. — It was an- 
nounced here this week that the Rosen- 
wald Museum, or the Museum of Science 
and Industry, will be open to the generat 
public on July 1 This is to be a per- 
manent institution modeled somewhat 
for the Europear museums of the same 
kind and is located in Jackson Park, in 
the old Fine Arts building of the 1£93 
Pair, now restored. 


In 1930, when the plans for a perma- 
nent museum of science and indvstry 
were well under way, a plan was sug- 
gested for a historic coliection of all 
types of coin-operated machines and de- 
vices from all countries. The director 
of the museum héartily approved the 
idea, but the business depression hand- 
icapped ‘the building progress so that 
nothing has been done about the coin- 
machine exhibit. The building, when 
completed, will be one of the largest of 
its kind in the world and its architec- 
tural beauty will be unusual. 


The Corinthian columns and caryatids 
outside and the latest industrial ma- 
chinery of the century inside formed a, 
link between the fair of 1893 and A Cen- 
tury of Progress exposition. Some 239 
major items are in the building for the 
inspection of World’s Pair visitors, oc- 
cupying only one-tenth of the space 
which will be utilized when the museum 
is complete. 

One section of the museum, however, 
which has been carried out to comple- 
tion is that which deals with coal. The 
visitor enters a hall decorated with 
murals telling the story of coal from its 
beginnings in the vegetable kingdom a 
hundred million years ago. 


The paintings trace coal from its 
geological development down thru the 
history of 1ts use by man in ancient 
China and Greece, in the middle ages 
in Europe, when “carrying coals to New- 
castle” became a proverb expressing the 
superfluous, on thru its earliest use in 
the United States. 

Rising some 65 feet from the floor is 
the frame of the mine tipple and hoist; 
the visitor descends by the hoist to the 
black caverns below. Real coal forms 
the walls. The visitor gets into a caged 
car, 1s locked in and taken for @ realistic 
subway ride thru the gloom. 

At intervals the cars stop and the 
driver explains the automatic cutting 
and hauling machinery and the drills 
for blasting in the various seams. The 
machinery is set up for operation and 
the operation demonstrated. The visi- 
tor sees the room-and-pillar type of 
mine, in which pillars of coal support 
the roof; the short-wall type, and the 
inclined seam, where chutes have been 
cut for the miner to go up on a ladder 
to the face of the seam and cut the 
coal downward in a parallel groove. 

Elsewhere he will press a button, see 
the Rocket, a model of the grandfather 
of modern locomotives, in motion; he 
will see lessons in physics made vivid; 
will watch a deep-sea diver using an 
underwater torch to cut up sunken 
vessels, etc.

on pin games. We have urged for 
many months that the skill features of 
pin games were clearly evident, and that 
if the games are once established as to 
their legal skill features, then the legal 
right to give prizes is a natural conse- 
quence. The Kentucky decision estab- 


lishes precedent in the matter of prizes 
and rewards 

With two such favorable court deci- 
sions now a matter of record in favor 
of the pin games, a big opportunity is 
thus created to continue the advance 
of the pin games. It is well understood 
that wherever and whenever prizes can 
be given as rewards for skill on the pin 
games this type of amusement machine 
continues to grow in popular favor. The 
talk of pin games playing out does not 
go when skill rewards can be given 
without fear cf legal interference. Now 
that the Kentucky case set a precedent, 
it is a signal for the gocd work to be 
carried on to completion. 


As far as I have been able to learn, 
the Texas decision and the Kentucky 
decision were obtained without what is 
popularly known as “fixing.” They 
were obtained by strong and concerted 
effort applied along the lines of regular 
court procedure. Members of the trade 
got togetiter and worked until the deci- 
sions were obtained. The circuit court 
case in Kentucky wil! atfect only that 
State, and while the Texas case was in 
a federal court, its influence will be 
largely confined to that State, except 
as a matter of precedent. 


The situation is that members of the 
coin-machine trade in other States will 
have to get together and work just as 
hard as the Texas and Kentucky oper- 
ators did. It is not the purpose of this 
article to try to provide jobs for lawyers, 
but good legal talent will be needed. It 
has n shown by experience that or- 
ganizea wor’s in the coin-machine trade 
is best carried on by States. That means 
that trace members in each State must 
get busy in their own territory and get 
things in motion. 


The question of the competition that 
pin games give to other types of ma- 
chines will naturally arise when a con- 
certed drive is made to get favorable 
decisions for the pin games. Pin games 
have attained a degree of quality and 
popularity that merits the general sup- 
port of the trade because they offer 
at the same time about as little compe- 
tition to other types of machines as a 
major amusement device could be ex- 
pected to offer. It is usually said that 
the chief competition is between pin 
games and the slot machines. Operators 
in New York and Chicago have found 
by experience that this competition is 
often overestimated. 

Joe Huber, member of the Rock-Ola 
Manufacturing Company, a firm well 
known in the slot-machine field and 
one that has also become a leader in 
fin-game manufacture, expresses the 
idea that operators who use slot ma- 
chines “know their way around,” imply- 
ing that they will always be in a field 
to themselves. A different type of op- 
erator is attracted to the pin games and 
also the pin games find many types of 
locations in which the slots cannot be 
used. It has been said that when a 
slot can be placed alongside a pin game 
the slot tends to get the better of the 
bargain. 

But with the skill features of the pin 
games recognized by law and also with 
the right tc give skill rewards on pin 
games, the pins will be able to hold 
their own. There is no possibility to 
eliminate all competition between the 
two types of machines, but it is possible 
for the operators of the two types of 
machines to avoid conflict that may 
Gamage the business of both. 

The various types of counter games 
are competitive also, but it is generally 
recognizeo that they have a wide field 
of their own and so the competition is 
not played up as a trade scare. This 
would be a good trade policy for all ele- 
ments of the trade, not to agitate or 
play up the competition between dif- 
ferent divisicns and types of machines 
any more than is necessary. Manufac- 
turers, jobbers, operators, organizations, 
trade publications should join in a con- 
certed movement to promote a greater 
spirit of fair play in the trade. It ap- 
pears now that 4 general return of bet- 
ter times will make plenty of business 
for all divisions of the trade and hence 
a better spirit of unity will be possible. 

While things are swinging into an up- 
hill climb it is a good time to boost 
the best opportunities witnin the trade. 
Much attention will be devoted thru the 
summer to the various types of ma- 
chines and special opportunities offered. 
At this present time the opportunities 
created by two very favorable court de- 
cisions for the pin games seem too good 
to let pass by. It will probably require 
a lot of publicity to get the various 
States lined up to carry on the good 
work. The national organization of op- 
erators is inactive’ at present and hence 
there is lack of a central moving force. 

Which will be the next State to carry 
thru with the pin games?

Of Low Price 


Manufacturer says used 
machine problem is hang- 
over from slashing days

CHICAGO, June 17.—Ed Ginsburg, of 
the Universal Novelty Manufacturing 
Company, just returned from an Eastern 
trip, spent a very busy week getting 
ready to spend several days in Detroit 
and the Michigan territory. He is carry- 
ing with him details and a sample of 
the new Universe machine with a total- 
izer. 

Ed observes in his travels, he says, 
that the trade is undergoing a period of 
readjustment and that there is no estab- 
lished recognition of the real jobber. “A 
lot of operators are getting jobs, and the 
biggest opportunity that ever came to 
the coin-machine manufacturers will 
now be to sell machines to men who 
want a real business. Better machines 


adapted to the field. The manufacturer 
will have to do a better job of selling, 


“It was a mistake from the beginning 
also to sell pin games at such low prices. 
The big used-machine problem is show- 
ing us where we made the mistake. If 
prices had been kept at a higher figure 
there would have been a better margin 
for the jobber and manufacturer to take 
up the old machines, and there would 
not have been sO many machines sold 
in the first place. Higher prices would 
have helped to prevent the overcrowding 
of the operating field and would have 
prolonged a _ well-regulated pin-game 
market Over a period of four or five years 
instead of two.

sell naturally sets forth the best side 
of the earning power of machines; so 
does every other person who has some- 
thing to sell. The organized trade needs 
to collect data of the average earnings 
of a number of average operators so that 
legislative committees can be presented 
with the facts when a question of earn- 
ings comes up. There is not much bene- 
fit in railing against manufacturers 
about emphasizing the highest earnings 
of their machines, for the average op- 
erator does the same thing when he 
has something to sell. The lawmakers 
will understand this when it is explained 
to them. 

The cause of a lot of unfavorable trade 


resented the sales of candy thru vending 
machines. This sort of resorting to tax 
measures to stifle competition is hap- 
pening all the time in all lines of busi- 
ness. When a tax is proposed on coin 
machines of any type it is well to trace 
the origin of the bill. 

The existence of three or four types 
of machines in the coin-machine busi- 
ness is always a source of danger also, 
since members of the trade do not al- 
ways act with consideration of the other 
divisions of the trade when matters of 
tax and legislation come up. Over a 
period of years it will be much better 
for all groups of the trade to agree on 
a common policy with regard to taxation 
and regulation than to run the risk of 
conflict and disagreement within the 
trade. Unfavorable laws may be defeated 
this year, but they have a habit of re- 
curring again and again, and the same 
old fight must be repeated. Lack of 
agreement among the various elements 
of a trade as to general policies is a 
serious handicap when it comes to de- 
fending the trade, or any part of it, 
against unfavorable laws. 

The manufacturers and operators of 
vending and service machines have the 
resentment of merchants against their 
machines to contend with often. They 
have the fear also that their machines 
will be confused with the skill and non- 
skill amusement machines as to earn- 
ings when taxes are in the air.

Record Books 
Show Payout 


New high score record 
books designed to check 
payout leaks on locations 


BALTIMORE, June 17.—Lawrence N. 
Gale, Baltimore Salesbook Company, an- 
nounces that the new High Score record 
books are ready for distrinution and 
samples will be sent to operators who 
wish to inspect the book. Mr. Gale has 
Suggested that operators in many cases 
will want to test the new record books 
on several locations, and that his firm 
will send an ample quantity of samples 
to provide a thoro test. 

The new record book is designed to be 
left with the locations who use them 
whenever a player wishes a record made 
of his score toward the daily or weekly 
high-score prize. The books contain 50 
triplicate forms numbered serially, and 
the cost is said to be but the fraction 
of a nickel. The firm recommends that 
the record books be attached by a cord 
right to the machine, and at the end 
of the day or week the location owner 
can detach the highest record scored and 
post it on the machine or scoreboard, 


which serves as notice to the winner. 
The winner can claim the prize by pre- 
senting his duplicate sheet. Other plans 
for using the books also are suggested. 

The record system is said to offer the 
operator a chance to check up on the 
actual payouts or prizes given. An oper- 
ator can ask to see the winning sheet 
and the duplicate turned in by the 
player.

denomination, as it would open up a 
new field for vending and amusement 
machines. Attention was called to the 
fact that a bill had been introduced in 
Congress early this year which calls for 
seven or eight new coins and which 
would likely be confusing if so many 
nhew coins were made. 

Secretary Huber called attention to 
the failure of most manufacturers to 
return credit information lists to be 
used for the purpose of assisting all 
members in their dealings. The asso- 
ciation needed full data on this matter, 
he said.
